FOREWORD 


It is my pleasure to introduce to the readers the Srindmuakirti- 
mauikivyan, an epic poem in Sanskrit by Professor Satva Vrat 
Shastri. This is a voluminous work of twenty-five cantos dealing 
with the Thai Ramakien, the Rama story in Thailand. Professor 
Satva Vrat has a strong compassionate love for Thailand. This love 
prompted him to write a poem about the country entitled 
Thaidesavilisant in 1979. This love again has inspired him to 
compose another poem, a Mahakiiva now, on the Thai Rama- 
Kien, 


Here in this book Professor Satva Vrat descibes the Ramutkicn 
In Sanskrit so that the storv as told in the Thai version can be 
appreciated by millions of scholars in India and other countries. It 
is certain that his work will be a great contribution to the treasury 
of Sanskrit literature which has an unbroken history of thousands 
of Vears. 


In Thailand the Ramakien is expressed in diverse forms, Mav 
it be literature or the performing or the visual arts. The story must 
have become popular in Thailand at least as early as the Sukhothai 
Period (about 700 vears ago), for the names of various places in the 
story such as Rama Cave and Sita Cave are found mentioned in 
some ancient inscriptions. Inthe Avudhya Period (A.D. 1350-1767) 
there could have been several works written on the Ramakien in 
poetic form, but unfortunately only a small vestige is left from that 
period as is evidenced by references in certain contemporarv 
books. Thereafter King Taksin of Thonburi (1767-1782) wrote a 
poem on some parts of it which is still widely read to this day. 


At the beginning of the Rattanakosin era, King Rama I, the 
first king of the present dynasty (reigning between 1782-1809), 
compiled the most complete and comprehensive account of the 
Ramakien in poetic form. King Rama Il (reigning between 1809- 
1824) gavea much shorter version for theatrical performance. King 


Rama VI (reigning between 1910-1925) composed a scholarly ex po- 
sition of the Ramakien, tracing in detail its origin and developments. 
According to him different versions of the Ramiuakien are derived 
from various sources: the Sanskrit version from Bengal, the 
Visnupurdana, the Hantumnannataka and other indigenous sources. In 
the Northern, Northeastern and Southern regions of Thailand 


there exist folk versions which are still well received among, the 
local people. 


In the realm of performing art, the story of the Ramuakien 1s 


used exclusively in the performance of Nang (shadow play) and 
Khon (masked dance). 


In the Nang, Ramakien characters cut from cattle hide are 
artistically moved from behind so that their shadows can be seen on 
the well-lit screen. Nang isanabbreviated name tor Narre Yar (the 
word ‘yai” in Thai means large). It isso called because the size ot 
the characters is many times larger than those of the Nane Taliarg, 


another equally popular performance of different contents in 
Southern Thailand. 


Khon dancers wear masks and convey their thoughts and 
emotions by means of bodily movements and gestures. They do 
not have to do the speaking as this is done by a special troupe of 
artists accompanied by an orchestra with singers. 


In Thailand a great number of religious Monuments, for 
example, Prasad Phnom Rung and Prasad Hin Pimai, have bas- 
reliefs depicting scenes from Rama stories. Mural paintings along 
the gallery at Wat Phra Kaew (the Temple of the Emerald Buddha) 


and bas-reliefs at Wat Phra Chetubhonalso provide good examples 
of Ramakien visual art. 


It is a good idea to acquaint the people outside Thailand with 
the Thai version of the Rama story, which differs fromall theothers. 
This is what Professor Satya Vrat has done in Sanskrit with charm- 


ing diction. I am sure the work will meet with full applause from 
lovers of literature.

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PREFACE 


Almost all of my works were begun in unusual circum- 
stances. The present one is no exception. [| am in the habit of 
writing letters in Sanskrit to my Sanskritist friends, especially the 
creative writers among them and touching in them, among other 
things, some literarv points or the other. The present work began 
with my letter to my esteemed pupil and colleague, Dr. Krishna 
Lal, presently Professor and Head of the Department of Sanskrit, 
University of Delhi about a month after my arrival in Bangkok to 
take up an assignment with the Silpakorn University. In this I said 
incidentally something about Thailand and its present ruling dynasty 
some of the Kings of which beginning with the founder of the same 
Phra Buddha Yod Fa had told the Rama story, each in his own 
way, and even if not told, as in the case of Phra Mongkut, the sixth 
King in the line, had contributed in depth to its scholarly exposi- 
tion. The first letter was followed by two others and this was the 
starting point of the present Kavya. Verse after verse started pouring 
in. It was just a labour of love, nobody asking me to do it, no 
prompting, except that from within. It was a great joy creating 
something in Sanskrit, the language of the gods, the Devabhasa, 
bordering almost on bliss. I have drunken from the cup of this joy 
to the brim the period | have been working at the Kavya. It had 
been all spontaneous. | did not prepare anv fair copy of the work 
from the draft which, as it is, was passed on to the typist for tvping. 
This shows how the stanzas have come out of me, well-formed, in 
a variety of metres and rhythms. It seems some unseen power had 
been behind this. 


The composition came to completion on the penultimate 
day of the Gurupurnima. These lines are, however, being written 
on the great day itself. 


It is said, and correctly so, that if there is any trulv Asian 
epic, itis the Ramayana. It is all too familiar to the peoples of the 
region who have added to it much of their own, a proof, if ever the 
same were needed, of their having completely owned it. For me 
personally the Rama story has had particular fascination. I have 
gone through the Valmiki Ramidyana back and forth several times. 
My father had revealed at a public meeting soon after my getting 
the Sahitya Akademi Award in 1968 that he had recited the whole 
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of the Valmiki Révrivana to mv mother when she was in the family 
wav. It is, therefore, not just an accident that I chose the Valmiki 
Ramayana for a detailed linguistic appraisal. Noras it just an acc 
dent that I have chosen to compose a Mahakavva on the Phan 
Ramayana, the Ramakien or the Ramakirti. What have done in the 
present case is that | have chosen to concentrate on as of the epi 
sodes of the Ramakien as are not to be met with in the Valmiki 
Ramayana or other Indian Ramayanas, highlighting thereby the con- 
tribution of the Thais to the development of the Rama story. 


The Ramakien has been for me just the thread to pick up the 
narrative which | have dealt with in mv own wavy. 


ltas this which 
has enabled me to create a Kavva out of it. 


Now a word about the proper names in the Ramakien. Ot 
the names of as of the characters as are common to the 
Ramayana, | have adopted the Valmikian spellings. 
referred to Dasaratha as Totsarot, 


Valmiki 
Thus PT have not 
Dasakantha as Totsakan, Lak- 
smana as Lak, Bharata as Phrot, Satrughna as Satrud, Vibhisana as 
Bibhek, Kumbhakarna as Kumphakan and so on. Of the names ot 
as of the characters as are peculiar to the Ramakien, | have adopted 
spellings as they occur there with the sole exception of Suvanna- 
maccha. I have not Sanskritized them. For one, in the case of some, 
their Sanskrit origin is not clear. Such, for instance, are the names 
Macchanu, Benjakayi, Birakvana, Malivaggabrahma and so on. Even 
where Sanskrit origin could be noticeable, it cannot be pinpointed, 
as for instance, one cannot be sure as to whether the name Asura- 
phad could be traced to Sanskrit Asurapada or Asurabhadra. It is 
better to adopt it as such. This is precisely what I have done in this 
and other similar cases. Suvannamaccha | have certainly Sanskrit- 
ized as Suvarnamatsya which appeared to me a lot more aesthetic. 


As a story the Ramakien is of gripping interest. Told through 
a variety of incidents and episodes replete with supernatural cle- 
ment it has an appeal of its own. It is a good insight study of the 
human imagination at play in inventing chips of different hues and 


sizes, Of possibles and impossibles and putting them together to 
form a unique mosaic. 


It is this mosaic that makes the Ramakien stand out as an 
independent entity and not a pale shadow of the pioneering, work 
of Valmiki who might have been the first to tell the Rama story, the 
Adikavi, but, as the Thai Ramakien or many of the other Ramidyanas 
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prove, was not the last. It is the Rama storv evervwhere but not the 
same. And that is the beauty of it. 


The Ramakien ts here told in Sanskrit because that language 
has a music of its own. Why not enjoy the story in the time-tested 
musical setting ? For the other, it at once connects the story with 
the rich and hallowed tradition of Sanskrit literature, the tradition 
that has continued uninterrupted to the present dav. The impor- 
tance of being a part of that tradition cannot be over-emphasized. 
With this the Ramakien joins the vast Sanskrit literature going back 
to thousands of vears. 


The present one is the tirst ever Sanskrit Mahakavyva on 
anv of the versions of the Rama story of Southeast Asia and the 
second one connected with Thailand after my first ever work on it, 
the Thaidesavilisam which deals in brief with its history, its places of 
historical and cultural interest and its traditions. 


Financial assistance for the publication of this work was 
provided by the two Foundations in Bangkok, the Moolamall Sach- 
dev Foundation and the Amarnath Sicha Va Foundation. To the 
Trustees of the Foundations | owe a deep sense of gratitude. Above 
all, | am indebted to the most pious of the saints Venerable 
Mahamandaleshwar 1008 Swami Lokeshanand Giri who encour- 
aged the above philanthropists to undertake the publication of the 
work and provide for it the necessary financial support. It is a 
matter of utmost fulfilment for me that the work is blessed by him. 


My son Shri Sharat Chandra had been very helpful to me 
in the course of the printing of the work. | would send him the 
manuscript from Bangkok in instalments, he would pass it on to 
the tvpist, would collect from him the tvpe-seript and would hand 
it over to the far away Press. My hearty blessings to him for all his 
hard labour. .

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ever he would point out with his finger, should fall dead — Ivara grants 
him the boon — Nandaka brings about destruction of the gods — To find 
a way out the gods pray to Ivara — I$vara recalls Narayana and inspires 
him to vanquish Nandaka — Narayana having assumed the form of a nymph 
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dances with Nandaka — In the course of the dance he points with a trick 
his finger to the lower part of his body — Nandaka also does the same — 
By that the lower part of his body breaks down — He censures Narayana 
— Narayana tells him that in another life having been born with one head 
and two arms he will kill him born in the form of Ravana with ten heads 
and twenty arms — Nandaka takes birth in the form of Ravana and Naraya- 
na takes birth in the form of Rama. 

Having smelt the odour of the rice balls Mandodari feels like eating 
them — Having assumed the form of a crow a demon damsel, Kakana by 
name, appointed by Ravana, procures half of the rice balls — Having eaten 
them Mandodari conceives and gives birth to a girl in due course — While 
forecasting about her future astrologers declare that through her the lineage 
of Ravana and the city of Lanka will suffer destruction — Having heard 
that, fear-stricken Ravana asks Vibhisana to do regarding the girl whatever 
he deems proper — A servant at the instance of Vibhisana places the girl in 
a jar and makes it float in a river — The jar comes to that bank of the river 
where Janaka practises penance — Janaka is astonished to see the newly- 
born girl in the jar — Having covered its mouth he buries it at the roots of 
a tree — After sixteen years he, wanting to go to his capital city, digs the 
roots of the tree with a plough, and takes the jar out, from which the girl 
had manifested herself — He takes her with him to his capital city, where 
a svayamvara is organized — Rama breaks the bow, Sita selects him and 
they are married — While returning to Ayodhya Rama is obstructed by 
Ramasura, but he is defeated — After defeat he surrenders his bow to Rama 
to appease him. Rama throws it to Varuna, saying — ‘Let it be my deposit 
with you', and approaches Ayodhya. 


Canto V (The Episode of Rama’s Exile and the Episode 
of Jihva) 

Rama having reached Ayodhya, Dagaratha wishes to coronate him 
— Inspired by a maid-servant Kubja, who bears enmity towards Rama on 
account of having been made a laughing stock, out of the relish for pastime, 
by Rama in his childhood, Kaikeyi asks DaSaratha for two boons, by the first 
she demands fourteen years’ exile to Rama, and by the second installation 
of Bharata as the king — Daéaratha passes away — Rama goes to exile 
accompanied by Sita and Laksmana — Once Ravana wanting to go toa 
forest appoints Jihva, the husband of Surpanakha, as the protector of Lanka 
in his absence — After keeping awake for seven nights, he, overpowered by 
sleep, makes Lanka well-protected by extending his tongue over it and goes 
to sleep — In the meanwhile Ravana approaches Lanka and finding no way 
to enter it cuts asunder the tongue — Jihva breathes his last. 


Canto VI (The Episode of Abduction of Sita and the 
Episode of the Killing of Jatayu) 

Surpanakha goes to forest under the pretext of living with her son. 

That, however, was just a ruse. She actually wanted to find a new husband 

for her — In the forest she falls in love with Rama, but seeing his aversion 

towards her and thinking that Sita, who is living with him, is the cause for

that, she wants to kill her — Laksmana chops off her ears and nose, she 
approaches her brothers Khara and Disana, they obstruct Rama and Laks- 
mana, but are killed by them — Surpanakha goes to Ravana, another of her 
brothers, inspires him to take revenge of her insult and by describing the 
beauty of Sita excites him and inspires him to carry her away — Marica, 
appointed by love-lorn Ravana, leaps in the vicinity of Rama’s hut in the 
form of a golden deer — Rama follows it to fulfil the Sita’s desire to have 
it — Having gone far off, it, pierced by the shaft of Rama, gives up its life 
crying ‘Oh Sita’ — Apprehensive Sita sends Laksmana to get the tidings of 
his brother — Ravana carries off Sita in the form of an ascetic — Jatayu ob- 
structs him — Having heard the words of Jatayu that only the ring of 
Mahe§&vara in the finger of Sita can kill him, Ravana kills Jatayu with it — 
After telling Rama and Laksmana, busy in search of Sita, her abduction by 
Ravana, and having surrendered the ring to Rama, Jatayu’s soul goes to 
eternal rest — Rama performs unusual cremation of Jatayu with arrows. 


Canto VII (The Episode of Contact with Hanuman) 

In search of Sita, Rama relaxes on the way and falls asleep under a 
tree — A monkey shakes off the branches of the tree — It takes away the 
bow, which Laksmana had picked up to kill it — Rama, awakened by Laks- 
mana, identifies the characteristic marks of the monkey — Having ascer- 
tained that Rama is verily Narayana, face to face, the monkey submits itself 
to his service, and promises to help him in the recovery of Sita, if employed 
for that — It takes him to Sugriva — Rama makes friends with him 
(Sugriva) — In that friendship Rama kills Valin. 


Canto VIII (The Episode of Darabhi (Thorapi), the Episode 
of the Murder of Valin, and the Episode of the 


burning of Lanka 

Born in the race of demons and appointed as a guard at one of the 
gates of Kailasa, Nandaka, over-powered by lust, strikes a concubine of Siva 
with a flower to attract her attention to him — Having come to know about 
the incident from his concubine Siva curses Nandaka with which he attains 
the form of a he-buffalo Darabhi by name — As the curse is to come to an 
end at seeing the face of a son, the he-buffalo (Mahisa) kills sons as soon as 
they are born — Avoiding his sight, one of the she-buffaloes gives birth to 
a child in a cave and tells her offspring about the cruelty of his father, and 
he, having attained youth, kills his father — After that in arrogance he 
challenges Isvara for a fight and, as per His direction, approaches Valin for 
the purpose — A duel ensues with him in a mountain cave — Before duel 
Valin appoints Sugriva at the mouth of the cave to decide through the 
observation of the blood as to who has been killed (He having been told that 
if the blood is black Mahisa has been killed, otherwise Valin has been killed) 
— Mahisa is killed by Valin — The colour of the blood having been changed 
by rain waters Sugriva, due to misjudgement, takes Valin as killed and 
covers the exit of the cave with a heap of stones. Valin comes out of the 
cave with great difficulty and suspicious towards Sugriva that he bears 
enmity towards him and is covetous of his kingdom and is thus wicked he 
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banishes him from his kingdom — Sugriva entreats Rama to kill Valin — 
Rama kills Valin from behind a tree when he is engaged in a duel with 
Sugriva — Rama coronates Sugriva the king of Kiskindha — Sugriva prom- 
ises to help Rama in search of Sita — His army sets out for the ocean — 
Hanuman having approached Lanka sees Sita, gives the ring of Rama to her 
and burns Lanka. 


Canto IX: The Episode of Ravana’s Dream and the 
Episode of Sending of a Spy to the Camp of 
Rama 

Lanka shines forth even more than before as Ravana renovates it — 
One night in a dream he sees two hawks, one black and the other white, 
fighting, the white hawk kills the black one. After that he sees that when 
he pours oil in a coconut shell and puts a wick in it, a lady lights it and fire 
from it burns his hand — Asked by Ravana, Vibhisana tells him of the in- 
auspicious result of the dream and advises him to return Sita to Rama. 
Ravana does not agree to it and banishes Vibhisana from Lanka. He takes 
refuge with Rama — Rama and Vibhisana make friends with each other — 
To remove the illusion of Vibhisana whether the monkeys are capable enough 
to fight with the demons or not, the monkeys urged by Sugriva give a won- 
derful demonstration of their prowess. — Vibhisana comes to know of their 
valour — The tumult risen from breaking asunder of hundreds of trees and 
mountains in the course of the demonstration of prowess falls in the ears of 
Ravana — He sends a demon, Sukrasara by name, as a spy to know the ins 
and outs of the army of Rama. Sukrasara approaches the army of Rama in 
the form of a hawk and enters it in the form of a monkey. Vibhisana 
identifies him, informs Hanuman, who with a device identifies him, beats 
him with a whip and lets him go after tattooing all his body — After that 
Ravana goes to Rama in the guise of a mendicant to persuade him to avoid 
fighting Ravana, that being self-destructive — Rama desists from attacking 
him, but does not accept his words — Ravana, unsuccessful in his mission, 
goes away from there. 


Canto X : The Episode of Benjakayi 

Urged by Ravana a demon damsel, Benjakayi assumes the form of 
dead Sita and begins to float in a river — Rama, having come there for bath, 
looks at her and is very much aggrieved on that account — Rama being late, 
Laksmana comes in search of him — He also feels likewise — Sugriva and 
Hanuman, while searching for Rama also come there — Hanuman is not 
convinced that Sita has passed away — He lights a funeral pyre and throws 
the dead body of Sita’s shape into it — Befijakayi leaps up from that shriek- 
ing — Hanuman jumps to the sky and brings her down to the earth, catch- 
ing hold of her by hair — In the meanwhile Vibhisana comes there and tells 
Rama that the lady who has cheated him is his daughter. He requests Rama 
to kill her. Rama, thinking that she is a friend’s daughter, does not agree 
to that. On the other hand, he orders Hanuman to lead her to Lanka — On 
the way they (Hanuman and Benjakayi) fall in love with each other — On 
that account Benjakayi gives birth to a son, Asuraphad by name, who is 
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brought up in Lanka — Hanuman returns to Rama — Many an effort of 
Ravana having gone in vain, he prepares for a battle, and so does Rama. 


Cant XI : The Episode of Hostility of Nila and Hanuman 

Rama’s army stavs in the middle of the ocean — Lanka can be 
reached through a causeway only. Rama therefore, assigns the construction 
of it to Nila and Hanuman — Thev make a contract that Nila will throw the 
stones into the ocean and Hanuman will set them in position — As Ha- 
numan had not behaved well towards Nila’s uncle, so Nila desirous of 
taking revenge makes such a haste in throwing stones that Hanuman is not 
able to set them in time — After some time they change their duties under 
the orders of Rama — With a mind tc taking revenge Hanuman ties stones 
to all of his hair and throws them in such haste that Nila is not able to place 
them — Seeing this Rama feels uneasy and orders punishment for them 
saying, that Nila should go to Kiskindha, rule over it as Sugriva’s viceroy 
and make arrangements for whatever is required for the armies and Ha- 
numan alone should make the causeway within seven days — Nila goes to 
Kiskindha and Hanuman sets himself whole-heartedly to the work of the 
building of the causeway. 


Canto XII : The Episode of Suvarnamatsya 

The stones which Hanuman, with the help of the armies, throws 
into the ocean the previous day, are found absent the next day — The same 
happens even the following day — With a desire to knowing what happens 
at night, he, keeping away from sleep, sees thousands of fish swimming in 
the ocean and displacing the stones. His astonishment at this knows no 
bounds — On enquiry they tell him that they do so under the order of their 
queen — Hanuman approaches the queen Suvarnamatsya — On enquiry 
she tells him that all this is being done in obedience to the order of her 
father Ravana — Hanuman skilfully puts forth the impropriety of her help- 
ing her father who has committed the despicable act of abduction of Sita — 
Suvarnamatsya agrees with him — She abandones her line of action and 
forbids the fish-army also from doing its work — By looking at each other 
Suvarnamatsya and Hanuman fall in love — They make love to each other 
— With this Suvarnamatsya gives birth to a son Macchanu by name — 
Afraid of Ravana she leaves him on the sea-shore and goes to Lanka — 
Hanuman returns to his place. 


Canto XIII : The Episode of Maiyaraba 

The monkey-armies marching in front of Hanuman build the cause- 
way in the ocean and through it they approach Lanka and besiege it — 
Ravana plans to kill Rama so that he may attain victory without a battle — 
He puts his fast friend Maiyaraba to that work — Maiyaraba enters the 
armies of Rama, sends them to sleep with a special powder, lifts up Rama 
from his camp and carries him to his country — When the effect of the 
powder is over, Vibhisana tells the awakened and worried allies of Rama 
that he has been carried away to Patala by Maiyaraba, and that Hanuman 
should go to that place forthwith — Hanuman at once leaves for the Patala 
region. On the way he sees a huge lake full of lotuses as large as wheel; he 
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plucks a lotus and thrusts himself into its stalk. After some time he sees 
another lake, his own son Macchanu, born earlier of Suvarnamatsya keep- 
ing guard over it — Macchanu not recognizing Hanuman obstructs him — 
They take to arms — None attains victory — They pause for a moment and 
look at each other — When on enquiry by Hanuman Macchanu tells him 
that he is the son of Hanuman, he (Hanuman) is beside himself with joy — 
The father and the son embrace each other — When Hanuman asks Mac- 
chanu as to how he could reach the Patala region, Macchanu, who had been 
brought from the sea-shore by Maiyaraba having been seen by him earlier 
in a dream and had been brought up by him like his own son, feels his 
virtuous conduct in danger at that time — He puts him the question adroit- 
ly : "Can he not go by the same route by which he had come there”. Catch- 
ing the hint Hanuman plucks a lotus and pushes himself into its stalk. 


Canto XIV : The Episode of Maiyaraba continued 

When he goes some distance, he is obstructed by a mountain, an 
elephant and a swarm of mosquitoes. He removes the obstructions and 
gradually reaches the Patala region — There he sees a lady bewailing — On 
enquiry she tells him that she is Virakvana. the sister of the king of the 
Patala region and is bewailing for her son Vaiyavega — She also informs 
him that the cruel one (the king of the Patala region) wants to kill her son 
and Rama together, by throwing them in a big vessel with boiling water — 
Hanuman importunes her to take him to that place — On her telling him 
that the entry there is possible only through an arch-gate protected by the 
demon warriors after weighing a person on the balance fixed there and after 
the decision that he does not bear any additional weight, Hanuman trans- 
forms himself into a lotus fibre and enters there After seeing Rama he 
approaches Maiyaraba and challenges him for a duel — According to 
Virakvana, Maiyaraba cannot be killed as long as his soul is not killed first 
— Hanuman at this smashes his soul positioned in the Trikuta mountain in 
the form of a large black bee — As soon as it is smashed, Maiyaraba falls 
on the ground senseless — Taking Rama along Hanuman comes out from 
the nether region and escorts him to his camp. 


Canto XV : The Episode of Kumbhakarna’s Killing 
Maiyaraba having been killed, Ravana stakes his hopes with 
Kumbhakarna for the victory over Rama — Ravana, first of all, Provokes 
him with sharp words, he whe was chary of committing an unrighteous act 
and who took the abduction of Sita as improper — On account of that 
Kumbhakarna goes out with a huge army to fight with Rama — To turn 
Kumbhakarna back somehow, Vibhisana approaches him — Seeing 
Vibhisana he flares up and scolds him — Vibhisana tells him that he has 
taken refuge with Rama because in his opinion Rama is Narayana incarnate 
— Kumbhakarna says to Vibhisana that if Rama is Narayana incarnate, he 
should obtain answers from him to the four questions, viz., who is the 
foolish mendicant, who is the elephant with straight tusks, who is the 
deceitful lady and who is the wicked fellow — Rama and the monkeys are 
unable to answer the questions — Angada goes to Kumbhakarna and tells 
him that his master knows the answers but to feel sure of their correctness

he wants to know the answers from him (Kumbhakarna), hearing which he 
feels sure that Rama is unable to answer the questions and presents the 
answers to them himself,saying : Rama is the foolish mendicant, Ravana is 
the elephant with straight tusks, Surpanakha is the deceitful lady and 
Vibhisana is the wicked fellow — After that he attacks the army of Rama — 
Sugriva obstructs him — He asks Sugriva to go to the Himalaya to bring the 
tree called Ranga to fight him with it. Sugriva brings that, but is tired by 
journey to and fro (This was the trick adopted by Kumbhakarna). — 
Kumbhakarna goes away holding Sugriva under his arm — Seeing that 
Hanuman swoops upon him, sets Sugriva free and bites Kumbhakarna's 
nose and ears — Kumbhakarna is much ashamed and enters Lanka in that 
awkward condition — To avenge his insult he thinks of using the missile 
Moksasakti. To awaken the power of that he first makes arrangements for 
its worship, but Hanuman and Angada create disturbance in it, the former 
by assuming the form of the decomposed corpse of a dog and the latter of 
a crow poking it with its beak — Kumbhakarna goes away leaving the 
religious rite incomplete — He attacks Laksmana with the Moksasakti with 
which Laksmana falls into swoon — Directed by Vibhisana Hanuman brings 
a herb from the mountain Sarvaya — Laksmana uses it before sun-rise and 
regains himself — There is great rejoicing in the army of Rama — Provoked 
by that Kumbhakarna devastates Rama’s army — Rama kills Kumbhakarna 
with Brahmastra. 


Canto XVI: The Episode of Malivagga Brahma 


After the death of Kumbhakarna Ravana appoints his son Indrajit 


as the general of his army — Indrajit binds the army of Rama with the 
Nagapasga (the noose of serpents) — With the use of the shaft Blaivat 
Garuda comes and all the Nagas vanish — Indrajit is killed and Rama 


devastates the army of Ravana — Ravana, as a device to get himself rid of 
Rama, sends two of his emissaries Nanyavig and Vayuvega to Malivagga 
Brahma, known for his love of justice, to inform him that Rama has attacked 
his country and has behaved towards him the worst, thinking that having 
come to know these tidings he will curse Rama — Malivagga Brahma, also 
known as Malivaraja, accompanied by the multitude of gods descends in 
the middle of the armies of Rama and Ravana to follow the policy of non- 
alignment — He declares that as long as he does not listen to the statements 
of Rama and Sita and until and unless the multitude of gods does not 
become a witness to the investigation of the case, se will not deliver his 
judgement — With the order of Malivagga Brahma Rama and Sita are brought 
to his presence. Having listened to their statements and taking the words 
of gods into consideration it is decided that it is Ravana who is to be blamed 
and that he deserves death with the weapon of Rama. Malivagga Brahma 
curses Ravana, and his end not having been achieved, Ravana is very much 
aggrieved. 


Canto XVII : The Episode of Ravana’s Soul 

There ensues a battle between Rama and Ravana — Having seen no 
harm done to the limbs of the body of Ravana by the sharp arrows of Rama 
Vibhisana says that as long as the soul of Ravana, placed in a cage in the 
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hermitage of his preceptor, the sage Goputra, is not killed, the murder of 
Ravana is not possible. Having heard these words Hanuman adopts a 
device and tells Rama that if he resorts to a deceitful course his integrity 
should be under no doubt. He goes with Angada to the hermitage of 
Goputra and tells him that Rama does not treat him well and therefore a 
desire to take refuge with Ravana has arisen in his mind. If he thinks it 
proper he should introduce him to Ravana. Were he to go himself, he may 
kill him and Angada as soon as he would see them, thinking that they have 
come from the enemy’s side — Goputra agrees to accompany him — 
Hanuman, Angada and Goputra leave for Lanka — Before their departure 
Hanuman persuades the sage to take the cage with Ravana’s soul along lest 
Rama should steal it — When they reach the boundary line of Lanka it 
comes to the mind of the sage that if it (the boundary line) is crossed the 
soul of Ravana will at once go to him (Ravana) and he will become vulner- 
able to killing — It makes the sage worried — Hanuman suggests to the 
sage that the cage should remain in the hands of Angada; only the two of 
them (Hanuman and Goputra) should go to Ravana — Goputra agrees to 
Hanuman’s words — Both of them set out on the journey — When they go 
some distance Hanuman says that he has to tell Angada something very 
important — Having said this, he approaches Angada, takes the real soul of 
Ravana out of the cage and puts an artificial one in its place, and Angada 
directed by him takes the real soul to the sea-shore and buries it there — 
Ravana by that becomes vulnerable to killing — He is killed by the arrows 
of Rama. 


Canto XVIII. The Episode of Mahipaladevasura 

Thinking that Ravana has not been seen since long, his friend Mahi- 
paladeva, the ruler of the land of Cakravala, comes to Lanka to see him, and 
there having come to know the whole thing and holding Vibhisana, hostile 
to his own kinsmen, the cause of the death of his friend and so finding him 
deserving of killing by him besieges Lanka which causes a good deal of 
worry to Vibhisana — Formerly at the time of the conquest of Lanka Rama 
having estimated Vibhisana deficient in power and with a view to protect- 
ing him from any future calamity had told him that every week he would 
send an arrow to him and if any distress were to fall to him, he should send 
a letter through it. Recalling these words of Rama Vibhisana sends a letter 
to him. — Having read it Rama sends Hanuman to help him — A duel takes 
place between Hanuman and Mahipaladeva wherein the latter is killed. 


Canto XIX. The Episode of the Calamity of Lanka 

After the death of Ravana, Mandodari gives birth to a son — A 
servant of Ravana, Varanisura by name, tells Ravana’s son named 
Vainasuravamsa whatever his uncle Vibhisana had done to his father, and 
having come of age he decides to avenge his father’s death by killing his 
uncle — For that he goes to Cakravartin, the king of Malivan to request for 
help. He (Cakravartin) leaves for the city of Lanka — Asuraphad, the son 
of Hanuman born of Benjakayi, goes from one mountain to another in search 
of his father to ward off this calamity having come to know from some- 
where that his father is practising austerities on some mountain — Earlier 
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in some forest Hanuman having been attracted by mangoes had begun to 
eat them. On account of his monkeyness he had besmeared all the limbs of 
his body with the juice oozing from their mouths and, having become a 
laughing stock of his ladies, had felt ashamed. To remove this stigma he 
wanted to practise austerities and therefore had gone to sage Disphail. The 
sage with a view to solving the problem as to how a monkey could practise 
austerities, gave him human form — He practises austerities in that form — 
In this position Asuraphad approaches him and puts him the question as to 
whether he had seen Hanuman anywhere — He replies that he himself is 
Hanuman — The doubt of Asuraphad: how his father Hanuman, a monkey, 
could undergo penance in the form of a man, is removed by Hanuman with 
the demonstration of his valour — A chance meeting takes place of the 
father and the son — Asuraphad gives Hanuman an account of Lanka, 
hearing which he goes to Khidkin (Kiskindha), gathers forces from there, 
goes to Ayodhya and sets out in the company of Bharata and Satrughna for 
Lanka — Here the body extended by Nila serves the causeway — Both the 
sides take to terrible fight — Vainasuravarnsa is killed — Vibhisana is freed 
— The armies march tuo the Malivan city — Bharata kills the king of Malivan 
with the Brahmastra and coronates Macchanu, the son of Hanuman, born of 
Suvarnamatsya, and makes Ratnamiali, the daughter of Cakravartin, his chief 
queen. 


Canto XX. The Episode of Sita’s Exile 

Sita and Rama are well-established in Ayodhya — Once Rama goes 
to a forest and Sita a river for bath — At that very moment, finding a 
vulnerable point, Atula, the daughter of Surpanakha and a false maid-ser- 
vant of Sita, for the sake of avenging the illtreatment to her mother in the 
past, shows her curiosity in the appearance of Ravana and entreats Sita to 
draw his portrait — She also, having a friendly affection towards her, accedes 
to her request and draws the portrait on a piece of stone — At that very 
moment Rama returns — To avoid his sight Sita tries to wipe the portrait 
off, but does not succeed as Atula had entered it herself and therefore it had 
become more distinctly visible. So Sita places it under the bed — Rama 
seated on the bed feels it very hot — Ordered to find out the cause, when 
Laksmana upturns the bed, the portrait drops down — On a query by Rama 
as to who had drawn it, Sita replies that it was she who had drawn it at the 
request of her maidservant — A doubt arises in Rama's mind that she may 
be in love with Ravana and therefore he becomes very angry — He orders 
Laksmana that she should be killed and her heart should be presented ag a 
proof of her murder — Laksmana accordingly enters the forest with Sita — 
Under a tree Sita asks Laksmana to execute the order of Rama — Seeing 
Laksmana’'s slackness in the cruel deed of this type she provokes him with 
harsh words, on account of which he hurls his sword at her, but it misses 
its aim — Thinking that perhaps it was on account of mercy he closes his 
eyes and again hurls his sword at her with great force, but Sita remains 
unhurt and Laksmana falls on the ground senseless — Sita laments for him 
— Having come to senses, Laksmana leaves Sita unkilled and goes away. 
On the way he extracts the heart of a dead deer to present it to Rama as that 
at Sita — Seeing it Rama says that it is as ugly as the heart of a beast.

Canto XXI : The Episode of Lava's Birth 


Laksmana having returned, Sita bewails — Hearing her lamenta- 
tions Indra comes to her in the guise of a Mahisa (he-buffalo) — Noticing 
in his eyes something peculiar Sita follows him — The Mahisa stops in the 
vicinity of the hermitage of the sage Vajmrga — Following the bewailing of 
Sita the sage comes to her, takes her to his hermitage and points to her a 
cottage for her stay — With the passage of time Sita gives birth to a son — 
At the time of his birth Indrani (wife of Indra) herself performs the duties 
of a nurse. The sage gives him the name Mankuta and performs his birth- 
rites and all the other sacraments — Sita removes the ring, the only orna- 
ment she had with her at the moment from her finger and places it round 
the finger of her son — Once Sita places her son by the side of the sage ab- 
sorbed in meditation and goes to a river for bath. On the way, she happens 
to look at the she-monkeys jumping from one tree to the other with their 
offsprings in their laps — She thinks ‘Oh, these creatures are very careless,’ 
and exhorts them to be careful — They reply that they are more careful than 
she is, because they keep their offspring to their heart unlike her who has 
left her child with the sage absorbed in meditation. Having heard these 
words she returns, takes the child away from the vicinity of the sage and 
goes to the river — At the interruption of his meditation the sage does not 
find Sita's son. Not knowing the actual fact and thinking that the loss of the 
son will be unbearable to Sita, he busies himself in the creation of a new 
child — For that he inscribes on a piece of stone a figure similar to that of 
Sita's son — In the meanwhile Sita comes there along with the son — The 
sage tells her his intention — When he says that now that there is no need 
of bringing the inscribed figure of the child to life, as thought out previ- 
ously, because the child is with her, Sita urges him to infuse life into the 
figure as this new child will be a playmate for her son — The sage does the 
same — Sita brings both the children up with good care. 


Canto XXII : The Episode of the Meeting of Lava and 
Mankuta with Rama 

The children pass ten years in the hermitage of the sage Vajmrga — 

Once with the permission of their mother they go far off ina forest. To test 

his marksmanship Mankuta shoots an arrow there at a great tree. It breaks 

it into two and there arises a great tumult — Rama makes up his mind to 
perform the Asvamedha sacrifice to find the person by whom it was created 
while he, Narayana, is on the earth — From the neck of a horse is sus- 
pended an edict reading "whosoever rides this horse or obstructs it, will be 
considered a traitor to the king and will be liable to punishment" — The 
horse and the edict come to the notice of Mankuta — The fire of anger is 
kindled in him for he thinks that the edict is in arrogant words — He rides 
the horse and makes it roam in the forest — Hanuman does not tolerate it 
— Seeing that he is ready to obstruct him, Mankuta makes him unconscious 
with a shaft. Having regained himself, Hanuman assumes the form of a 
child and runs to Mankuta with a mind to kill him. Mankuta turns him 
almost dead. Though a monkey he is putting on clothes. Seeing this he 
(Mankuta) binds him (Hanuman) with ropes and makes such an arrange- 
ment that none but his master would be able to free him — Hanuman 
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laments — Bharata and Satrughna are also not able to cut his fetters — Ha- 
numan approaches Rama in Ayodhya. Looking at his pitiable condition he 
comes to the forest to punish the boys — He scolds Mankuta — Both of 
them take to arms — The arrows thrown by both miss their marks — The 
arrow of = Mankuta turning into a heap of flowers adores the feet of Rama 
— Rama wants to know about Mankuta — He (Mankuta) says that he is the 
son of Sita and lives in the hermitage of the sage Vajmrga — Rama comes 
to know that he is his own son — Affection springs up in his heart — 
Knowing that Sita is also alive, his joy knows no bounds — He says that he 
wants to see her — With the boys he goes to Sita — The boys tell her the 
whole story. 


Canto XXIII : The Episode of Sita's Entering the Nether 
Regions 
Seeing Rama two kinds of feelings arise in Sita's heart. First, by 
seeing him whom she had not seen for long, she feels gratified. Next, be- 
cause of ordering of her killing and her undergoing many a hardship in the 
forest for ten years harshness arises and a doubt sprouts forth in her as to 
whether he has come there to put her sons to trouble — Rama begs pardon 
of Sita for the offence he had done her previously and requests her to 
accompany him to Ayodhya — On her refusal he presses her to send her 
sons with him — Knowing well that she will be in trouble when alone, she 
grants his request for the sake of the welfare of her sons — The sons leave 
for Ayodhya with Rama. 


Canto XXIV _: The Episode of Sita's Entering the Nether 


Regions continued 

The citizens of Ayodhya are happy to see the boys — Having lived 
there for some time the memory of their mother appears in their mind — 
They go to her — Through the boys Rama sends Sita a message telling “ur 
you do not come to me, my tears will take away my life". Hearing that 
through the boys she sends him the counter-message : "If it happens so, I 
shall come to Ayodhya for your last glimpse”. Having lived with their 
mother for some time, the boys go to their father and convey to him the 
message of Sita, by which he is hurt mortally — Thinking of the way of the 
union with Sita he finds it in the very words of her — Through Hanuman 
he sends a message to Sita that he (Rama) has gone to the heavenly abode, 
his heart having been pierced by the pangs of the separation from her, 
hearing which Sita comes to Ayodhya and bewails — While she is bewail- 
ing Kama appears before her from a curtain behind which he had hid himself. 
By this Sita first is highly astonished. Then realizing that she has been 
tricked she is highly disturbed and makes up her mind not to stay there 
even if Rama begs pardon of her — When Rama says that the doors all 
around have been closed at her and there is no way out, Sita prays to her 
tutelary deity. A strange thing happens then, the earth itself falls apart — 
Sita goes to the capital city of the Patala regions ruled by the king 
Nagavirun — Seeing all this Rama, distressed by the separation from Sita, 
falls on the ground senseless. 
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Canto XXV : The Episode of the Union of Sita and Rama 

With the passage of time Rama regains his senses and busies himself 
with his duties — By the orders of Sankara an Assembly of gods, which 
used to be called every hundred years and wherein everything happening 
in the universe was to be reported by the respective gods, was convened — 
In that Assembly the gods led by Indra tell that there is wellbeing every- 
where and that the demons vanquished by Rama have entered into holes 
like rats and nowhere are seen any fear or trouble. However, Rama, by 
whom all this has been accomplished, is under torment day and night by 
the separation from Sita. So the Lord should think of a way by which his 
agony is removed — By the order of Sankara Rama and Sita are brought to 
the Assembly. To bring Sita round He first scolds Rama; that without 
knowing the truth he ordered the killing of Sita, that he cheated Sita by 
announcing his death through Hanuman and that when hearing that Sita 
came, her exit was blocked. Thus declaring three offences of Rama he 
orders him to beg pardon of Sita — Rama begs pardon of Sita — After that 
when He asks Sita to own Rama, she declines it on the ground of his fickle- 
mindedness — Sita accepts him when Sankara asks her to take him as His 
favour — Rama is very happy and comes to Ayodhya with Sita — The 


subjects rejoice at it — Rama performs many sacrifices and attains highly 
spotless glory. 
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CANTO I 


(INTRODUCTION) 


On the earth, in the vast and well-known Asian continent, 
there exists a very beautiful country, Thailand by name, 
highly eminent and the crown of the region of south-east- 
ern quarter. 


In the Puranas, etc. its very old name Syama is well-known, 
having relinquished which people call it Thailand on ac- 
count of it being inhabited by the Thai race. 


It is ruled by king Bhumibala Atulyateja, who is given to 
pleasing his subjects, and who relies wholly on the words 
of the Buddha. 


Where crops verily grow by themselves, grassy plots of 
land are beautiful, and whose gently blowing winds de- 
light the hearts of tourists. 


The capital city of this country is Bangkok, which is full of 
big mansions and, therefore, looks like the most splendid 
necklace round the neck of the Earth and which is the 
pleasure-house of prosperity and elegance. 


Though the name Bangkok of this city is more widely 
known, yet the people of Thailand don't call it by this name. 


Another name Krungthev is much in vogue among them. 
They use this name only and never Bangkok. 


The word krung is of Thai origin, and theva is of Sanskrit 
Origin. The meaning of the word krung is ‘place’ and of 
theva ‘god.’ 


Undoubtedly, the word theva is a changed form of deva. The 
Sanskrit word deva is spoken here as theva. 
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It is certain, that the meaning of the word Krungthev is 
‘Abode of gods.’ About it there seems to be no disagree- 
ment among scholars. 


It is a little more than two hundred years when this exces- 
sively prosperous city was built. 


The kings of Cakri dynasty rule Thailand. The founder of 
this dynasty built this city. 


The name of that great gem among the wise, the foremost 
of the poets, was Buddha Yod Fa, who sang the song of 
Rama in his own language. 


That vast peom, known as 'The Glory of Rama,’ composed 
of many thousands of charming stanzas and supplement- 
ing well the song of Rama with hundreds of dainty epi- 
sodes in verse, shines forth in the world. 


The local people say that a poem devoted to singing the 
song of Rama, so fascinating as this, has neither been seen 
nor heard. 


Having read that poem repeatedly and having enjoyed it 
again and again the connoisseurs of the nectar-like flavour 
of poetry never feel satiated. 


After him the excellent king Buddha Nai Lert La presented 
the lovely song of Rama in the form of a play. 


In the presentation of the song of Rama he took resort to 
brevity. Therefore, his composition is fit for dramatic 
presentation. 


The song of Rama described by him is staged by actors, 
even today, with skill and to the accompaniment of recita- 
tion from it. 


Wearing dresses, bright and rich in colour and covering 
their faces with masks, they delight the hearts of men. 


Those skilful (actors) present the theme in such a way that 
even the idea behind it becomes clear at once. 
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In the dramatic representation of the song of Rama this 
composition of that king is used, even today, in many ways. 


After him there had been a worthy and respected king 
Mongkut, who was well known to the wise and who elu- 
cidated the story of Rama as he understood it. 


He carried out good research in the Rama story, because of 
which his work adds much to knowledge. 


After a thorough perusal he gave a clear explanation to 
many obscure topics related to the Rama story. 


Before that the people of Thailand did not know at all that 
the author of the Ramayana was Valmiki, the foremost 
among sages. 


Before that king (Mongkut) people thought that the Kama 
story belonged to Thailand having originated here. 


That very king through his work instructed the masses that 
this divine song took its birth in India. 


Now the educated persons acknowledge this fact without 
any doubt, but the illiterate, firm in their belief, don't re- 
cognise it. 


(They hold that) the birth of Rama and Sita took place here 
and here only, and the battle between Rama and Ravana 
was fought on this very land. 


The city named Ayodhya still exists in this country, and 
the mountain wherefrom the life-restoring herb was pro- 
cured, can be seen here. 


And the city of Lopaburi (= Lavapuri) bearing the name of 
Lava, the son of Rama, in it, exists in this very country. 


Where, situated in the middle of the city and turned green 
by the arrow cast by Rama, a rock recalls him incessantly. 


Thus the orthodox masses of this country firmly believe 
that the story of Rama originally belongs to Thailand. 
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Here, towards the Ramayana is seen a sense of ownership, 
which is rare elsewhere. Therefore in the past artists have 
carved different scenes (from it) at different places. 


By that very sense of affectionate regard, enshrined in the 
hearts, are formulated here different small stories, which 
reveal the Ramayana as if having some different character. 


The original story remains the same and no alteration can 
be seen here with regard to that. However, the difference 


appears certainly in the new small stories and not any- 
where else. 


From this it will be clear to the learned what peculiarity it 
has, or what novelty, worthy of deliberation, is there in 


this Ramayana, which is charming on account of the story of 
Rama in it. 
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CANTO I 


(THE EPISODE OF ANOMATAN) 


Anomatan, highly renowned and the most venerable among 
men, was the first among kings, as is the sacred syllable 
Om in the sacred texts of the Vedic hymns. 


The birth of this wise king, born of himself, is related in the 
Thai Ramdyana like this : 


There was a certain chief of demons, the foremost among 
those creating illusions, Hirantayaksa by name, who troub- 
led gods while living on the great mountain Cakravala. 


Harassed by him and seeing no other way the gods came 
to the Supreme God of Gods, the asylum for the refuge, the 
God who has his abode on Kailasa and is the remover of 
miseries. 


"Certainly, in this world there is only One, Narayana, who 
is powerful enough to destroy this demon." — having re- 
flected thus the powerful Master (Siva) thought of him. 


As soon as he was remembered by Isvara, Narayana ap- 
peared before him and enquired of him if there was any- 
thing he could do for him, wherefor he was remembered. 


The Lord said to him, "There is a demon Hirantayaksa by 
name, who is troubling the gods, on account of which 
terrified, frightened and tormented they have sought ref- 
uge with me.” 


"I am considered the remover of distress of those who seek 
refuge in me in this world. Therefore, O Visnu, I have a 
strong desire in my mind to protect the gods, who are 
tormented and have sought protection in me." 
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“You are fully competent to fulfil this desire of mine. 
Therefore you go, kill the wicked demon and save the gods." 


Thus enjoined by Siva, Narayana, the resort of the world, 
set out for the Cakravala mountain and reached it. 


There he gave a fight to the terrible demon, Hirantayaksa 
and also by sharp weapons killed him, the follower of very 
sinful courses and the tormentor of gods. 


After killing him he went to his abode, the Ocean of Milk. 
and having come there he saw a child as fair as the moon, 
resting on a lotus. 


Taking it into his arms he went quickly to the mountain 
Kailasa, showed it to Siva and presented it to him. 


The easily appeaseable Lord (Siva) gave him the name 
Anomatan and foretold that the handsome child would be 
the first king on the earth. 


The beautiful city Ayodhya, which was built by great Indra, 
obedient to the commandment of the Supreme Lord, him- 
self, verily became the capital city of that excellent king. 


When Indra, possessed of divine power, set out from his 
abode to build that city, at that time on the way acciden- 
tally he met four sages. 


The names of those excellent sages were Achangavi, Daha, 
Yugagra and Yaga. The name to this city was given, taking 
the first letter from each of the names of the Sages. 


To the king Anomatan was born a nobleminded, well- 
behaved and worthy son Dagaratha. He was blessed with 
the son Sri Rama, adored by the whole world and adorned 
with all the good qualities. 


The devotees having adored the divine and pure conduct 
of Rama, adorable to all men, sing it through the medium 
of their poems, and that poetry goes forth by the name 
Ramakirti (Ramakien), 'Glory of Rama.’ 
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CANTO III 


(THE EPISODE OF RAMA'S BIRTH) 


Dagaratha had three queens — Kausalya, Sumitra and 
Kaikeyi, well-known on the earth. 


Though they were virtuous, yet the king did not have any 
son from them. Therefore, great distress prevailed in his 
mind. 


With the help of the sage Kalaikoti, with his form of deer, 
he wished to perform the Son-Securing Sacrifice. 


Before performing the sacrifice the sage wanted to take 
Siva in confidence. Therefore, he went to Kailasa, the best 
among the mountains. 


At that time the three worlds were tortured and terrified 
by the vilest demons, who had gone frantic owing to the 
boons they had procured from Brahma, Visnu and Mahesa. 


If Narayana himself were to take birth in the form of a son 
of Dagaratha, then only can their protection be assured. 


The sage, desirous of the welfare of the world, approached 
the Lord of the world, so that he (Siva) should urge him 
(Narayana) for it. 

Siva said to the sage, ‘So be it' and at once summoned Lord 
Narayana, the Master of gods. 


Having received the invitation Narayana immediately came 
to the mountain Kailasa and met Siva. 


"For the protection of the virtuous and for the destruction 
of the wicked you should become the progeny of Dasaratha 
— this is my intention.” 
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Addressed thus by Mahesa, Narayana replied — "All right. 
Every thing, O Mahe§Svara, will be as desired by you, if my 
Conch, Disc and Mace alongwith Sesa and Laksmi were to 
come to the earth with me, in human form. 


Mahesa replied to him, "So be it" and He went away. Then 
addressing the sage MaheSa spoke thus : 


“Return thou to Ayodhya, O sage, and perform the Son- 
Securing Sacrifice. In its performance some divine person, 
shining with all his limbs and adorned with celestial orna- 
ments, will appear on the scene with four balls of rice in his 
hand. 


"At that very moment, O sage, some person rushing from 
the south will fly upwards having snatched away half a 
ball. 


With the remaining two balls, O Sage, may thou feed the 
queens of the king, so that they, possessed of handsome 
limbs, become pregnant. 


“They may give birth to four sons, sharp-witted and hand- 
some, by which act the world will certainly be blessed.” 


Everything happened in the same manner as Lord Siva had 
commanded. The words of Lord Mahega can never be 
otherwise. 


Lord Narayana himself took birth from Kausalya in the 
form of Rama, golden in colour and the object of deline- 
ation of poets. 


The Disc took birth from the womb of Kaikeyi in the form 
of Bharata, red in colour, and very much devoted to the 
lotus-like feet of his brother (Rama). 


Then (Sesa) Naga and the Conch both together took birth 
from the womb of Sumitra in the form of Laksmana, yel- 
low in colour. 


From the very womb of Sumitra the Mace was born as the 
son Satrughna, reddish-brown in colour and dear to his 
brothers.

In this way, in times of yore, Narayana, the last resort of 
the world, descended on the earth, along with his weap- 
ons, the Conch, the Mace, the Trident and the Disc having 
assumed the forms of his younger brothers. 
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CANTO IV 


(THE EPISODE OF NANDAKA — THE STORY 
OF THE FORMER BIRTH OF RAVANA) 


At the time of the incarnation of Narayana, Ravana, the 
chief of the race of demons, the conqueror of the three 
worlds and the best among those versed in the Vedas, ruled 
the city of Lanka. 


He, the best among warriors, far excelled his brothers, 
though valorous, in prowess. Through the power of ac- 
tions performed in the former life the course of his fate 
turned surprising. 


In the former life he was, verily, a demigod on the moun- 
tain Kailasa, Nandaka by name, and used to wash the feet 
of the gods who came to see Maheégvara. 


Appointed thus as a servant he became a source of pas- 
time to the gods. As they came to him they regaled them- 
selves by pulling out his hair of the head. 


In that manner he, the servant of the gods, became hairless 
and felt miserable. On account of the sense of inferiority 
he felt distressed and went to Maheéfa for its stoppage. 


Wishing for his contentment he, with folded hands, re- 
quested Siva thus — "O Lord, give me that kind of boon by 
which I may not become a laughing stock again." 


"O my Lord, for ages a series of the agony of contempt has 
been borne by me. Now, I can't tolerate it any more. 
Therefore, give me the power, O Omnipotent. 


“Whomsoever I point out with the finger of my hand, may 
he fall dead". Taking his past service in account Maheéa 
replied, "So be it." 
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After that also the gods having come to the mountain 
Kailasa to see the Lord, behaved with him as before, igno- 
rant of his new power. 


Then instantly he turned his finger in their direction and 
the gods fell dead in no time. Then a great terror pre- 
vailed among them and all of them quickly went to the 
Lord (Mahesa). 


Exerting themselves, all of them together asked him the 
way of their protection. He, the compassionate, also seeing 
their condition instantly thought of Narayana. 


When He (Narayana) presented Himself, He (Siva) said to 
Him, "Protectest thou the gods after conquering Nandaka." 
(He replied) "So be it, O ISvara, as you say. I take your 
commands never otherwise.” 


Then having assumed the fascinating form of a nymph, He 
approached Nandaka in that form and engaged himself in 
play with him which made him (Nandaka) overcome by 
Cupid. 


He longed for union with the nymph. And then she said 
to him, "Let us dance.” And in the course of the dance she 
pointed her finger to the lower part of her body. 


Nandaka, short-sighted as he was, acted in the same manner 
and broke his lower part. Finding a weak point in him 
Narayana got ready to kill him. 


"Nandaka told Narayana with the mind beset with agony 
having realized that he had been cheated by him (Nara- 
yana) that he had not behaved well with him knowingly. 
"You have done wrong to me deliberately." 


"Even being Narayana, you have resorted to the most 
despicable path in the world." Hearing these words 
Narayana said to him, "If in this matter you think so, then 
I lay down the following code — In the next birth you will 
be born with ten heads and twenty arms, and I shall be 
born with two arms and one head." 
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“In that position | shall fight with you and will send you to 
the abode of Yama." Having spoken to him in soothing 
terms Narayana killed him. 


That very Nandaka bacame Ravana in his next birth. And 
the Lord Narayana was born as Rama. 


(THE EPISODE OF SITA'S BIRTH) 


Staying on the surface of the earth in the form of Ravana 
he ruled over prosperous Lanka, having ocean as a moat. 


Of a large number of his queens he loved Mandodari the 
most, and, therefore, had the best regard for her words. 


Having smelt the fragrance of the balls of rice, spreading in 
all the four directions, she said to her husband, "I wish to 
eat them." 


Having great respect for her words he said to a demon 
lady Kakana, "You bring the balls quickly." 


Having assumed the form of a crow she flew to the country 
of Uttarakosala and rushingly took out half of the balls of 
rice. 


Having taken them out she brought them to the city of 
Lanka and gave them to king Ravana. And he offered 
them to Mandodari. 


Then having eaten them Mandodari became pregnant, and 
with the passage of time gave birth to an extraordinary 
girl. 


As soon as the girl was born, she cried thrice, saying, "Let 
Ravana be killed." But those words did not reach the ears 
of her parents. 


Analysing the future of this girl many astrologers well- 
versed in scriptures, of whom Vibhisana was the foremost, 
predicted the destruction of the family of Ravana and the 
devastation of Lanka, hearing which Ravana felt extremely 
terrified. 
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Struck with panic he said to his brother Vibhisana, "Do 
what you like in respect of this girl." 


Vibhisana placed the girl in a jar and ordered a servant, "O 
man, this jar should be thrown into the river quickly." 


Within a moment the jar was thrown into the river by the 
servant, compliant to the commands of Vibhisana, but 
alas ! the river could not sink it (the jar). 


As the girl was the incarnation of goddess Laksmi, there- 
fore, by her power in the middle of the river a lotus, per- 
vaded with a curious smell, appeared which supported the 
jar on itself. 


By the power of Laksmi the jar, looking like an ascetic sit- 
ting in lotus-posture and sailing smoothly on the waves of 
the river, reached that bank of it, wherein high-souled king 
Janaka dressed as a sage sat and practised penance. He 
having come to its bank to take bath saw the jar placed on 
the lotus. 


Filled with great curiosity when the sage-like king opened 
the jar, wonder-struck he saw in it a recently born girl. 


The gentle presiding deity of the river, known as Manime- 
khala, in the company of other gods, placed this girl in her 
lap in proper manner. 


The virtuous one on account of her chastity came to know 
that she (the girl) was Laksmi, who had descended on the 
earth. This was the reason that even with the mouth of the 
jar being shut, she remained alive and did not face any 
difficulty. 


The sage-like king wanted to go to his kingdom, but being 
an ascetic he did not want any break in his religious aus- 
terities also. Therefore, he took the jar to a forest. 


Desirous of finding out a way he dug there a pit on the 
roots of some tree and prayed the gods if the girl is to be 
the spouse of Narayana, when he descends on this world, 
then a lotus should spring up here and it should bear the 
jar on it. It happened like that and a lotus sprang up there 
instantly. 
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Then the sage placed the jar on the lotus and with great 
devotion prayed the gods for the safety of the girl from all 
sides. Then he returned for religious austerities. 


While undergoing vehement penance sixteen years passed, 
but he did not get the desired result. Therefore he did not 
want to undergo austerities any more. 


The king wanted to go again to his kingdom. Before going 
there in his pure mind woke up the remembrance of the 
Jar. 


He said to his attendant Soma, "Go to the tree. Dig out at 
once a jar from its roots and bring it to me." The obedient 
one did the same. 


Digging very deep when he did not get at the jar, with 
withered face he came to the king and told him the whole 
story with grief. 


“You go to the capital city Mithila and from there bring 


troops well-equipped with ploughs and spades to dig the 
earth." 


When (exerting) long they (the troops) could not find the 
jar, then the king taking the plough himself got ready to 
dig the earth. 


At that very moment the jar appeared and in that there was 
a fascinating girl with celestial form, taking her seat on a 
row of lotus-petals. 


Seeing that girl, humiliating lotuses with the splendour of 
her cheeks, having eyes large and with long eye lashes, as 
bright as gold and as white as the rays of moon, people 
were wonderstruck. 


As she sprang from a furrow made by the plough, she was 
given the name Sita and Janaka, well-known on the earth, 
became her father. 
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(THE EPISODE OF SITA'S MARRIAGE) 


King Janaka returned to his: metropolis alongwith the girl, 
and considering her suitable for marriage, arranged for her 
Svayamvara (choice-marriage). 


Hearing these tidings kings from all quarters assembled 
there with the desire to marry the Janaka's daughter poss- 
essed of irreproachable beauty. 


In the Svayarnvara he (Janaka) placed the bow of Siva on 
the ground and for that made a condition that the person 
who would put the string on the bow would marry his 
daughter. 


What to speak of putting the string on the bow, none of the 
warrior class could lift up the bow of Siva owing to its 
heaviness. 


Then charming and youthful Rama, entered the Svayam- 
vara with Laksmana under the direction of ViSvamitra with 
a desire to marry the damsel. 


The brave Rama lifted the bow of Siva, of course, very 
heavy, sportingly. In the course of lifting it got broken and 
he (Rama) was chosen by Sita.

Having seen that entire sight, his mind was filled with sur- 
prise. His hair standing on end, and not believing his eyes, 
he, the magnanimous younger brother of Ravana, said to 
the radiant-faced monkey-chief king Sugriva, very much 
devoted to Rama, thus : 


"I say that the power of the troops of your army, which I 
have seen just now, I have seen its equal nowhere before. 
Speaking the truth I can say that your best monkey soldiers 
can fight with the demons and with their power I consider 
the victory of Sri Rama as certain. 
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The noise risen from the uprooting of hundreds of trees 
and mountains, while resounding all the quarters, pervaded 
the entire universe. And having reached the city of Lanka 
it came in contact with the cavities of the ears of the king 
of demons, his mind having been struck with wonder. 


He enquired of his men to know — what this noise was, 
wherefrom it had come, by whom it was made and the 
purpose for which it was made in the world. They told 
him that the terrible noise, which had made them wonder- 
struck, had been created by the warriors of the Rama's army. 


Hearing this, with a desire to know all the tidings of the 
enemy's camp very minutely, he deputed a spy Sukrasara 
by name and asked that demon-warrior to go to the army 


of Rama and find out what the soldiers working for him 
were doing. 


Having assumed the form of a falcon, the spy entered the 
camp of Rama. As soon as he reached there, he became a 
monkey, not marked by other monkey chiefs. 


But he could not escape the eye of the keen-sighted 
Vibhisana. Even in the form of a monkey the spy of Rava- 
na was identified by the wise one. 


He informed Hanuman also of this. He also wanted to 
identify him. For this purpose, therefore, the son of Wind 
spread himself in the form of a canopy. 


He ordered all the monkey soldiers to enter into it and then 
go out of it one by one. He resorted to this device to 
identify Sukrasara. 


Having resorted to this device he observed each and every 
monkey minutely. Thus the discreet and the best of 
monkeys began to search the monkey, the spy of the en- 
emy. 


Sukrasara, the rogue, who had entered there in the form of 
a monkey, was gradually identified on account of his un- 
winking eyes and his shadowlessness. 
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The monkey caught hold of the demon, beat him vehe- 
mently with the strokes of a whip and freed him, after 
making marks on all his limbs and having made him feel 
ashamed. 


He (Sukrasara) quickly reached the king of Lanka and told 
him the whole story. With a splinter of embarrassment in 
his heart he informed him about the valour of the mon- 
keys. 


The effort of the spy having come to naught, Ravana, 
dressed as a sage but keeping an evil intention in his mind, 
entered the army of Rama, like a crocodile into the ocean. 


Even in that apparel the deceitful Ravana was recognised 
by Vibhisana. But under the power of a spell he cecame 
mum and could speak nothing. 


When Rama saw the sage in front of him, his heart having 
been captivated by his dress only and himself not knowing 
even a bit of the fact, he received him with respect and said 
to him : 


"Wherefrom have you come here of your own to honour 
me, as my good luck would have it ? Even a vision of 
ascetics promotes virtue; their words are more virtuous even 
than that. 


"Tell me, what I, eager to be asked to do something, should 
do (for you) to augment my honour. The service to the 
good does always lead to good. 


Hearing his words Ravana in disguise said to him, “I have 
no ambition in this world. This body of mine is for the 
service of others." 


"I have come to know that you wish to subdue Ravana 
with the help of the army of monkeys. This action of yours 
is not pleasing. As a result of it you will be devastated. 


"Therefore, O Rama, I advise you not to act like a moth in 
the fire in the form of Ravana. There is a world of differ- 
ence between Ravana, the lord of demons and the con- 
queror of the three worlds, and you, surrounded by mon- 
keys. 
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"Give up this foolhardiness and go again to the forests with 
your brother. The prudent never take up rashly a path, 
which certainly leads to destruction." 


Having heard his unpleasant words, distressed at heart, 
but calm externally, magnanimous Rama uttered the words, 
suiting the occasion, to the fraudulent ascetic. 


"My wife has been carried away by the vile demon. There- 
fore, in my opinion, he deserves the highest punishment. 
That is why I am determined to march against him. There 
is no other reason that impels me for this. 


"When I shall take my sword, as a companion, in my hand, 
he shall not be able to stand before me. With my sharp 


arrows I shall quickly cut down all his ten heads, one by 
one. 


“There is no use of talking too much. This is my firm 
determination. Knowing this, you shall not be able to move 
me from it, like the wind a mountain." 


Having heard his words, despondent and confounded, 
Ravana returned to Lanka, and with a mind to avoid the 
danger he began to think of another device. 


If grief arises in the mind of Rama, he will, in no way, be 
able to fight in the battle. Having made up his mind in this 


way, Ravana resorted to another clever device, to keep him 
away.

(THE EPISODE OF BENJAKAYI) 


In times of yore there was a demon-damsel of terrible form 
called Befijakayi. Inspired by Ravana she assumed the quite 
identical form of Sita. 


Showing herself as if dead she made herself float in the 
current of a river, in which Rama used to take bath every 
morning. 


With the power of witchcraft she assumed the form of dead 
Sita, so that having come for bath Rama may lose his self- 
control. 


Convinced in his mind that his beloved wife was gone and 
there was no use of his life, he might desist from fighting, 
give up his life or retire to forest. 


Having thought thus, the wicked Ravana, who was always 
expert in cheating others, deputed that demon-damsel to 
that terrific deed. 


Verily, as was inferred by Ravana, having come to the river- 
bank to perform daily rites, Rama saw in the river the dead 
body of Sita being carried away by its current. So he lost 
his consciousness at once and, his fortitude having gone, 
he shed tears. 


Now, as the elder brother was delaying (to return), Laks- 
mana came to search for him. Having seen him plunged in 
the ocean of despair he felt extremely sad. 


"Srirama had gone for a bath but has not returned,” there- 
fore, having suspended their entire work, king Sugriva and 
brave Hanuman set out from their camp. 
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Searching but worried they reached the bank of the river. 
Seeing both the brothers with withered face they also were 
highly distressed. 


Of the two, Hanuman, being more discriminating, did not 
believe the death of Sita at all. "The daughter of Janaka 
cannot give up her life" was the firm conviction of the 
monkey. 


Though fallen to misery and separated from her husband, 
she cannot give up hope of reunion with him. She is the 
daughter of the earth. She is as steadfast as the earth. She 
is known to be rich in steadfastness. 


In this world, she shall never take recourse to the conduct 
of an ordinary person. She shall not fall like a branch of a 
tree in strong wind, but shall remain firm like a mountain 
range. 


And what is the sin which the demons, foremost among 
the cheats and blinded by passion, cannot commit ? "It is 
not possible that Sita has died." — this was the firm convic- 
tion of the monkey. 


‘Whether the dead body is of Sita or of some other woman 
begotten by some demon." — to test it he lit a pyre without 
losing any time. 


He, the quick son of Wind, threw that body in it. That very 
moment from that fire an ugly and screaming demon- 
damsel leapt up to the sky. 


The most powerful (monkey) having caught her by hair 
pulled her, flying to the sky, to the earth. He carried her 
and offered her to Rama, the wise. 


In the meanwhile Vibhisana came there with an intention 
of search, and having seen that demon-damsel, the fore- 
most of the eloquent, uttered these words : 


O Noble one, this terrible-faced vile girl Benjakayi by name 
is my daughter, by whom you have been cheated, having 
assumed this irreproachable form of Sita. 
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Having weighed in my mind this cruel and censurable deed 
of her, on account of friendship with you I speak the truth 
that this daughter of mine deserves to be put to death. 


"This can never be, O friend. How can I put to death the 
daughter of my best friend ? As she is your daughter, so is 
she mine. This is her first offence and should be forgiven 
by me. 


Having uttered these powerful and agreeable words vener- 
able and noble Rama addressed Hanuman — "Lead her to 
Lanka respectfully and then return quickly from there." 


Having listened to the words of the Lord the wise chief of 
monkeys said — “Be it so." He at once left that place and 
accompanied by the demon-damsel went (to Lanka) through 
the atmosphere. 


Now, keeping the words of Rama in his mind the monkey 
carried away Benjakayi quickly. On the way, while going, 
he was vehemently struck by the matchless arrows of Cupid. 


Whose deer-like heart is not captivated by gold, lotus, 
Laksmi and a youthful woman ? These words are quite 
true that even a judicious person cannot resist the tempta- 
tion of a young woman. 


Oh, the power of Cupid is boundless, to which even the 
pious Hanuman submitted himself. He, the mighty, prayed 
the demoness for her love in her company in solitude. 


Seeing him valorous and most handsome and being over- 
powered by Cupid she also could not keep her mind in her 
control, and (therefore) cheerfully enjoyed herself with him. 


If a creeper resorts to a tree by itself, and, similarly, if a 
river goes to sea, clearly there is nothing surprising, be- 
cause Prakrti (Primordial Nature) resorts to Purusa (the 
Supreme Being) of its own accord. 


Because in this world creation takes place through the union 
of Prakrti and Purusa, (similarly) through the union of the 
demoness and the monkey a dreadful creation became 
manifest. 
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At the proper time, as a result of the union with the monkey 
the demoness gave birth to a valorous son, Asuraphad by 
name. That son of Hanuman passed his childhood with 
other demons in the city of Ravana (i.e., Lanka). 


Now Hanuman having reached the city of Lanka, having 
attained pleasure through the union of the daughter of the 
noble demon (Vibhisana) and by the commandment of 
Rama having placed her beloved respectfully in the city of 
Ravana, returned quickly from there. 


Having left that Befijakayi, though depressed on account of 
the agony of separation, the valorous (Hanuman) remem- 
bering his lord and devoting himself to his feet approached 
him quickly. 


Even having resorted to different kinds of devices to sub- 
due Rama without a fight, or similarly to keep him away 
from that, when all the efforts became in vain, Ravana, the 
master of the dynasty of the demons, became ready fora 
battle, and Rama also, along with the monkey warriors, 
became prepared for that.

(THE EPISODE OF HOSTILITY BETWEEN NILA AND 
HANUMAN) 


Situated in the middle of sea shone forth Lanka, the capital 
city of Ravana. Having attained the hightest end of pros- 
perity and well protected, it achieved the highest renown 
in the three worlds. 


It was not possible to reach it, as it was protected by the 
vast ocean. Worried as to how to reach there the valorous 
Rama did not feel easy even for a moment. 


"Somhow a causeway should be built across the ocean, so 
that my army may reach the other end." — thinking so he 
commanded Hanuman and the monkey Nilaphad. 


"By both of you a causeway should be built quickly in this 
ocean for the sake of armies. Both of you are expert in this 
art. Therefore, O dears, I depute you to this work." 


"Oh, we are lucky enough, that you have remembered us. 
We shall build a causeway in this ocean. Becoming instru- 
mental in the performance of your work, O Lord, we cer- 
tainly are (very) lucky.” 


Having told him thus and having given up every other 
work, both of them, expert in their work as they were, 
devoted themselves to their work. Careful, honest and the 
good-natured functionaries are surely careful about their 
assignment. 


For the building of causeway their assignments were like 
this : One of them should throw stones in the ocean, while 
the other, expert in the work of causeway, should set them 
at their proper places. 
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Nilaphad, the foremost of the monkeys and the best among 
the warriors, was performing the duty of throwing the 
stones, and Hanuman, the son of Anjana, was setting them 
in order to the utmost of his power, without wasting any 
time. 


“In the past, Hanuman did not behave well towards my 
paternal uncle Jambi." Keeping anger for this in him, 
Nilaphad, the valorous monkey, considered the present one 
itself as the best time for revenge. 


He became so quick in throwing the stones that Hanuman, 
the son of Wind, though expert, could not set them even 
after making great efforts. So he became very much dis- 
tressed at heart. 


Much time was not required to throw the heavy stones in 
the ocean. But naturally much more time was needed to 
set them at their proper places. 


When some of their time passed like this, their assignment 
was mutually exchanged. Such was the commandment of 
Lord Rama for the monkey Hanuman and Nilaphad. 


What formerly was being done by Nila, that came to be 
performed by Hanuman, and whatever was being done by 
him, was now to be performed by Nila. 


This being the reciprocity of their work, burning with the 
fire of disrespect Hanuman considering it an opportunity 
to take revenge took resort to a device. 


Distressed at heart, very much in anger and, therefore, 
desirous of revenge with artifice he quickly tied a stone 
each to each of his hair and continuously threw them (in 
the ocean).

An injury to honour cannot be tolerated in 
any way.

Magnanimous Rama, possessed of keen observation, was 
very much worried, because the mutual quarrel between 
Nila and Hanuman could give rise to a quarrel among other 
soldiers. 


When the very generals of the army apply their mind to 
raise a mutual quarrel, then what is that which other sol- 
diers may not do ? "An ordinary person treads the path 
which is made by his elders."

"The high-minded Nila should leave for the city of Kis- 
kindha. He should act as a viceroy there on behalf of 
Sugriva and rule over it according to the injunctions of the 
Scriptures." 


“Whatever essential materials are required for the army, he 
should put in efforts for them." 


“And wise Hanuman should build the causeway only within 
seven days, so that this army of mine may reach Lanka." 


Hearing this commandment issued by the Master Nila went 
to his city and Hanuman whole-heartedly engaged himself 
in the building of the causeway.

(THE EPISODE OF THE GOLDEN FISH) 


Assisted by the monkey troops, he threw in hundreds of 
stones into the ocean so that it may be filled with them. 


For one day the mighty one, along with the monkeys hun- 
dreds in number, kept himself busy in throwing stones con- 
tinuously into the ocean, but the next morning when he 
reached there to begin his work he found the stones disap- 
peared. 


“What a jugglery !," the great Monkey was highly Surprised. 
“All the stones have vanished within a night only. Where 
have they gone ?" 


He thought and thought, but could know nothing, and got 
determined to start the work afresh. 


He himself and all the monkeys under his command, vig- 
ilant in their duty, threw the heaps of stones into the ocean, 
on all sides. 


Next morning, when Hanuman accompanied by the mon- 
keys, came to the sea-shore, he was astonished not to see 
there the heaps of stones, which had been thrown into the 
ocean the previous day. 


“Who has suddenly taken away the stones from here, and 
for what ?" — unable to know all this the monkey Ha- 
numan thought thus — "At night I should stay in the vicin- 
ity of the ocean." 


"How do the stones, which we throw into the ocean in the 
day, disappear at night ? Who carries them away and why? 
This is a very acute matter which I should ponder over." 
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“Alas ! The hard work which we put in in the day, goes 
waste at night.

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“They are doing this under my orders." (replied the girl),

reach Lanka. That must not take place. To avoid that my 
father has deputed me to this task. 


"With the help of my fish-troops, thousands in number, I 
remove the stones, thrown by you in the ocean with great 
efforts, by uprooting them slowly but steadily and make 
your efforts fruitless. 


“When the tumultuous uproar, born of the heaps of stones 
thrown into the ocean, fell into the cavities of the ears of 
my father, then the wise one came to know that a cause- 
way was being built in the ocean.

"In the guise of an ascetic your father has carried away the 
chaste wife of Sri Rama, through deception. This irrelig- 
ious, immoral and censurable action has been performed 
by him." 


"By stealing other's wife with this trick he has earned ill 
fame for himself in all the three worlds. He is impure, 
though a knower of the sense of the Vedas. Even the Vedas 
don"t purify a person who has fallen from the right con- 
duct." 


"Even if a father falls to a wrong path, he certainly deserves 
to be disowned like bad food. You should not stand by 
your father, because you are known as the foremost among 
the discreet." 


Having heard these powerful words of the monkey, she 
was, for a moment, plunged in deep thoughts, and was 
shaken by reverse ideas like a boat buffeted by the wind in 
the midst of a river. 


Having sighed deeply and pondered over something Suvar- 
namatsya said to the Monkey, "Whatever you have spoken. 
O good Sir, is true. I have no difference of opinion with 
you. 


"Iam a woman. Carrying off of a woman by force or by 
trick I do not support. Her separation from the husband 
leads to her suffering, because the husband is the supreme 
lord to a wife.

Thus having approached each other with their desire un- 
fulfilled, but their hearts full of happiness born of deeply 
concealed emotions, both, the son of the Wind and the 
delightful Suvarnamatsya, were vehemently pierced by the 
arrows of Cupid. 


Both their eyes closed, their patience having gone, their 
cheeks having turned red due to throbbing of the sprouts 
of their love, and plunged in drinking the nectar of their 
lower lips while embracing each other, both of them at- 
tained the delight, which is inexpressible through words. 


Possessed of a particular state of love revealed by their 
bristled hair, equally wounded by the peerless shafts of 
Cupid, joining their arms with those of the other, sighing 
deeply, possessed of a swarm of bees in the form of the 
hair studded with the drops of perspiration, busy in kiss- 
ing each other and devoted to copulation they were brought 
to a wonderful state by Cupid. And made to dance on the 
uninterrupted series of the waves of the ocean of delight 
both spent the (whole) night together. 


Having spent the night in this manner the happy monkey 
leapt up from the ocean and came again to his place.

The auspicious one, before coming to Lanka, gave birth to 
a child, the son of Hanuman and Macchanu by name. 


"Lest my father should get angry" — thus overpowered by 
fear the beautiful lady left her son on the shore of the ocean. 


This boy Macchanu grew up with the passage of time and 
became powerful and valorous like his father.

(THE EPISODE OF MAIYARABA) 


The hindrance, brought about by Suvarnamatsya, having 
been removed by Hanuman skilfully, the causeway was 
built on the ocean in time by the troops of Rama under the 
leadership of Hanuman. 


The troops passed through it happily and reached Lanka in 
time, and fuelling (lit. increasing) the fire of the funeral 
pyre in the form of anxiety of Ravana they besieged it on 
all sides. 


If I gain victory without a battle, my object may be achieved. 
With the killing of Rama my victory is certain. I should 
make all kinds of efforts for that. 


Having made this firm resolve he wished to look for the 
person who might be capable of fulfilling that object, and 
he found him in the form of dear Maiyaraba. 


In the past Maiyaraba was a king who ruled the lower 
regions. With his immeasurable valour (lit. the valour which 
could be gathered even by hand) he was well-known as 
being unbeatable. 


An intimate friend of Ravana, he regarded his words as 
authority. Good to this friend of him, he was constantly 
devoted to his welfare. 


Ravana said to him, the best of heroes, "You kill Rama, my 
antagonist. I look upon you as my friend and as my younger 
brother. So, I am deputing you only to this task." 


Maiyaraba regarding those very important words of his 
friend as an authority approved of that. He quickly came 
there where Rama was accompanied by his warriors. 
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Then having come to the camp of Rama, the king of the 
nether regions scattered such a powder as all the persons 
present there were suddenly overpowered by sleep. 


All having gone to sleep, he led off noble Rama from there 
and easily carried him to the nether regions with a desire 
to kill him.

With the help of that divine crystal, the younger brother of 
Ravana (Vibhisana) endowed with the celestial power, came 
to know where Rama was, by whom he was carried away, 
what the purpose of carrying him away was, and the state 
in which he was. 


When a long deliberation was mutually going on among 
the armies of Rama, then Vibhisana resorted to this speech 
to ward off their formidable grief. 


"I know the person by whom, having resorted to fraud, the 
wise Rama, has been carried away. He was taken away by 
giving him to the control of sleep. Otherwise, while awake, 
he cannot be assailed even in thought. 
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“Maiyaraba, the king of the nether regions, is a friend of 
Ravana. It is he, who has carried away the highly cultured 
Rama, through the power of witchcraft. 


“He has been carried away by him to his country after 
putting all of us, present here, to sleep. Soon we should gO 
to that country, before he kills that hero of the Raghus. 


“Among us there is only steel-bodied Hanuman, who is 
capable of going to the nether regions, the dwelling place 
of the supreme ruler of the demons, which is surrounded 
by serpents. 


“Therefore, free from anxiety, he should at once go and 
should protect Rama, present there. Of all the duties this 
one only deserves the first priority." 


Then having heard the speech of Vibhisana, devoted to the 
work of Rama, Hanuman leapt up to the sky and set out to 
the nether regions.

Having then set out on his journey in the middle of his 
way Hanuman, the best of heroes, saw a lake, which on all 
sides was full of lotuses, as large in size as wheels. 


Then he uprooted one of them and caused himself to enter 
into the hollow stalk of it. Gradually going through it the 
best of monkeys also saw another lake. 


The wonderful lake was protected by his son of the name 
of Macchanu, who was begotten by Suvarnamatsya in the 
past, as a result of his union with her. 


As soon as the son was born, though happy yet afraid on 
account of having given birth to a child and therefore with 
a desire to avoid the wrath of Ravana, the lovely lady had 
abandoned him on the sea-shore. 
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Glittering on the shore of the ocean, he fell to the eyes of 
the king of nether regions, who had already some time 
back seen him in his dream. He took him and brought him 
to his country. 


Beside himself with joy, he adopted him as a son, and 
brought him up happily. With the passage of time the boy 
grew up and full of prowess he shone forth like Karttikeya. 


His limbs adorned with youthfulness and charm, he had 
never been seen by his father before. Therefore at present 
there was no mutual acquaintance of the son and the fa- 
ther. 


Standing near the lake, attractive by the fully blossomed 
lotuses, Macchanu saw a figure possessed of lovely form 
which he had never seen before with great astonishment. 


"Who can he be ? For what is he here ?" — thus given very 
much to conjecture, even with acute discernment he could 
not reach a decision. 


"This man, a stranger, who has come here from somewhere, 
deserves resistance from me," having reflected thus Mac- 
chanu stood as a direct obstruction to the monkey.

Therefore, O brave one, 
you are my own self. As the valour is in me so it is in you, 
as is my form so is yours, and as are my qualities so are 
yours. 


"Curious are your ways, O God, by which you have sud- 
denly united both of us here." Having uttered these words 
the monkey, with eyes obscured with the tears of joy, be- 
came silent. 


And Macchanu also having come to know him, the son of 
Wind, to be his own father, and through the workings of 
fate having attained the fruit which he had not asked for, 
was beside himself with joy.

In this state he reached Lanka very much ashamed, think- 
ing of his spear, the remedy for his insult. 


The spear of the demon was called the Moksaégakti. That 
was the means at that time of rescue from the visitation 
called Rama. 


"Awakening of the power of the spear can come about 
through the worship of gods,” thinking thus the demon got 
ready for it. 


The valorous one went to the holy bank of a river and 
began the worship according to the precepts. 


Having placed ‘the Moksaéakti' before him, with both of 
his eyes closed like a lake with its fish gone to sleep, he, the 
unmoving one, worshipped gods with steady mind, filling 
all the quarters with the odours of sandal, aloe wood, 
camphor and flowers. 


Just that very time a foul smell entered both his nostrils, by 
which he became very much restless and worried. 


"Wherefrom has this unbearable foul smell come during 
the performance of this sacred rite ?" — to know this he 


opened his eyes. 


With his opened eyes he saw an ugly and stinking carcass 
of a dog floating on the waters of the river. 


And on that he saw a crow poking it with its beak, by 
which his uneasiness got very much aggravated. 


On account of uneasiness the demon, depressed very much 
in spirits, left the worship incomplete and marched oft. 
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This device was resorted to by Hanuman for the obstruc- 
tion of the worship. It was he who had assumed the form 
of the carcass of the dog in the river. 


The form of the crow was assumed at that time by Angada. 
Thus by both of them an obstacle was created in the accom- 
plishment of the worship. 


Even his adoration having been obstructed, the demon, 
taking hold of his Moksagakti ran to the army of Rama. 


First of all he encountered the valorous Laksmana, with 
whom there ensued a very dreadful fight with the younger 
brother of Ravana for long. 


The fight having begun, the intoxicated one, desirous of 
conquering, hurled his spear at him. The spear also, thirsty 
as it was, drank the blood of a person of the Aryan race of 
which it had had no taste earlier. 


Though on account of obstruction in the rite earlier, its 
power was not awakened, yet its power, desirous of the 
deliverance of enemy, was not in any way less to kill. 


severely attacked by that spear, Laksmana fell senseless, 


enveloping his relatives in grief and giving rise to their 
sharp despair. 


In this situation, Vibhisana said to them, “O sirs, bring here 
at once the celestial herb from the Sarvaya mountain and 
make him, the unconscious one, take it. 


“He should take this herb before the sun-rise the next 
morning. After that he will not get any relief by the use of 
this herb." 


Having heard his important words Hanuman, the son of 
Wind, desirous of losing no time, leapt up to the sky and 
set out to the mountain Sarvaya. 


When he reached the middle of his path, the rays of the 
sun enveloped him. Due to this he became very much 
worried and afraid thinking of the rising of the sun. 
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“Lest all our hopes get dashed to the ground (lit. lest all our 
hopes should look like the multitude of the flowers of the 
sky at the sun-rise) thinking this he engaged himself in 
deflecting the sun from its path. 


He made up his mind to turn the chariot of the sun back 
by catching hold of it firmly. While doing this all his limbs 
were singed by its rays. 


After that the sun having seen the hero devoted whole- 
heartedly to the cause of Rama, said to him, "O what have 
I done," and was burnt by the unlimited fire of repentance. 


Then it brought him to life and made his lustre like the 
lustre of the gold burnt in fire. Having concealed himself 
behind clouds, even in the day time, it made people feel 
the darkness of the night. 


Happy with it, Hanuman started his journey again, and 
within a short period of time reached Sarvaya, the king of 
mountains. 


There, the hero called out to the herb. It also sent words 
to him. "I am here, downwards." He went there, but could 
not see it. 


Again he heard its words, "I am here, O hero, at a higher 
place." Then he went to the higher place, but he could not 
see it there, and was therefore very much dejected. 


Then the great monkey hero was tired and depressed by 
going to and fro again and again. He, the sagacious one 
applied his mind and (ultimately) succeeded in getting hold 
of the herb. 


‘If the herb is sprinkled with the waters of five rivers, then 
only the wonderful one can be taken,’ this was the precept 
prescribed by the knowers of rules for that. 


But the sacred waters of five rivers were far off in the big 
city of Ayodhya under the jurisdiction of Bharata, and 
therefore their attainment was not easy. 
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Nothing was impossible for Hanuman, Therefore he, the 
son of Wind, at once reached the city of Ayodhya (and 
having brought waters from there) sprinkled them on the 
herb. 


He brought the celestial herb, sprinkled with the waters of 
five rivers, to the scion of Raghu, and with its use the 
valorous (Laksmana) having come to his senses shone forth, 
like a person having risen from sleep. 


Having seen Laksmana, the younger brother of Rama, lib- 
erated from the mouth of death, there arose a tumultuous, 
ear-rending roar of joy, in the entire army of Rama. 


The roar of this description, fell to the ears of the demon 
Kumbhakarna, striking terror in him. When he came to 
know that Laksmana had come to senses by the herb, he 
reaffirmed his determination. 


With a desire to avenge this he caused his body to grow, by 
which he covered the river, and the army of Rama was 
deprived of water. 


In this way he, desirous of obstructing waters, lay in the 
river for seven days by which all the troops of Rama were 
deprived of water and suffered from thirst. 


The place, where the vile demon was lying, was known to 
the flower-girls only. Therefore, Hanuman assuming their 
form came with them to that place. 


As soon as he reached that place, he assumed his dreadful 
form and kicked him with his foot, by which he got up at 
once. 


He having got up, the obstructed water began to flow again 
by which exceedingly thirsty armies quickly quenched their 
thirst. 


All his limbs having been loosened by the blows of the 
monkey, his mind astonished at the failure of his efforts, a 
politician and claiming himself to be a warrior, he escaped 
from there at once. 
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Then next also he attacked again the army of the monkey 
warriors with his weapon, the spear, using his full force, 
creating a terror in it on all sides. 


To stop him, looking like the god of death, the valorous 
Rama himself came forward and hurled the Brahma-weapon 
on him, by which the demon fell dead on the ground. 


Before entering the mouth of death the demon saw before 
him Narayana with his conch, disc, mace and trident and 
pointing out the path of heaven to him. 


By that, filled with joy all over, having made himself fallen 
at the feet of Rama and not depressed at heart, the demon 
left for his heavenly abode. 
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CANTO XVI 


(THE EPISODE OF MALIVAGGA BRAHMAN) 


The demon Kumbhakarna having gone to heaven, Ravana 
very much aggrieved at heart, did not give up his obsti- 
nacy of conquering Rama. 


He appointed his dear son Indrajit, the great warrior and 
the conqueror of Indra himself, as the general of his armies. 


By him the army of Rama along with Laksmana was fet- 
tered in the Naga noose by which it looked then as if painted 
in a picture. 


By the arrow called Blaivat, shot by Rama, there came there 
Garuda. By that all the serpents went as they had come. 


Then having displayed valour in the battle in many ways, 
Indrajit, the dear son of Ravana, went to the worlds fit to 
be inhabited by the valorous. 


Thus, all the great warriors, the pillars of the hope of Ravana, 
fell in the battle one by one, struck by the storm in the form 
of Rama. 


After that valorous Rama slaughtered the army of Ravana, 
one by one. There the warriors, with their heads cut off, 
looked like the multitudes of trees with their branches 


‘chopped off. 


The miserable demons, vomitting blood and rolling on the 
ground, fell on the surface of the earth. Seeing all this the 
Lord of the demons was very much worried in his heart. 


If this state of affairs goes on for some days, this army of 
mine will indeed be no more. Therefore, something has 
got to be done in this connection. Otherwise my ruin is 
certain. 
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Deliberating much, he, the thoughtful one, thought out a 
means of deliverance from his misery in the form of Rama, 
in the request to Brahma. 


"The Lord of three worlds, called Malivagga Brahma fore- 
most among the gods, bearing Malivaraja as his other name, 
is renowned for his love of justice. 


"The fact is that by attacking my country Rama has done a 
very bad thing. If Brahma is made to understand all this 
and certainly taken into confidence, on account of his love 
for justice, he, overpowered by anger, will surely curse 
Rama. He is a lover of justice, and cannot tolerate even a 
little transgression from the path of justice. 


"If cursed by Him, Rama, devoid of lustre, will go to ruin. - 
He having met his end, his entire army will run away to 
(different) directions, as a boat without its rower. 


"If it happens like this, all our desires will be fulfilled. There 
is no doubt about it." Thus the wicked one knit variously 
the net of fallacious arguments in his mind. 


Having knit that and attaining some satisfaction he called 
his two messengers, clever in their work Nanyavega and 
Vayuvega by name, and said to them : 


Both of you at once go to the world of Brahma and make 
him know the state of affairs. Stimulate Him to come to 
the earth, and punish the evil-doer Rama, who deserves 
punishment. 


Having heard his request Brahma, shining like a heap of 
lustre, accompanied by the gods, quickly descended from 
heaven to earth. 


The Creator descended neither in the armies of the 
plaintiff, nor in those of the defendant. Bearing in his mind 
non-partisanship, he resorted here also to the policy of 
staying between the two parties. 


On one side was the army of Ravana, on the other side was 
that of Rama. He appeared ina solitary place in the middle 
of both the armies. 
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Requested by Ravana to punish Rama he spoke these words. 
"O good ones, I have come here for justice. But I shall not 
deliver my judgement, until I listen to the words of Rama, 
and likewise to those of Sita, and until the gods present 
here do not become witness to the administration of justice. 


Thus, by the order of Brahma Sita was at once brought 
before him by the valorous monkeys and the demons, to 
narrate the event, as it had happened. 


All the gods listened to the words of Sita and Rama. On 
their testimony Malivaraja came to the conclusion that it 
was Ravana who was guilty. 


Filled with anger he pronounced a curse on him, which 
implied that he would be killed by the weapon of Rama. 
Having pronounced the curse, accompanied by gods he 
went to his abode, as he had come. 


On account of things having gone contrary to his (Rava- 
na's) plan as he had conceived it, bent with shame and 
with listless face he looked like the eclipsed sun (or) as one 
destroyed by the funeral pyre of mental agony. 


The objects of those, who think evil of others and who 
carry off other's wives, are never fulfilled. It is due to this 
that the world subsists.

(THE EPISODE OF RAVANA'S SOUL) 


Having seen all his efforts gone in vain to conquer Rama 
out of battle, Ravana entered the battlefield with a firm 
mind. 


Such a horrible and frightful fight is said to have taken 
place between Rama and Ravana, as had never been seen 
nor heard before in all the three worlds. 


Out of their curiosity the multitudes of the Siddhas, Yaksas, 
Sages, Serpents and gods and other creatures came quickly 
to see that wonderful battle. 


In prowess neither Rama, nor Ravana excelled each other. 
As regards sharp weapons, brave Ravana was not at all 
inferior to Rama. 


This being the state of affairs, he did not sustain any injury, 
nor did he undergo a loss of any limb. This was something 
very surprising. But none here was aware of its reason. 


Like the current of waters of a stream rushing down a 
mountain, the bow of the son of Dagaratha (Rama) power- 
fully showered a volley of arrows on Ravana, but the Lord 
of demons was not afflicted at all. 


This was something very surprising that a limb, if once cut 
off, joined again. Having seen this the wise Vibhisana, the 
younger brother of Ravana, who knew the whole thing, 
said : 


"The soul of Ravana, the demon chief, is deposited in a 
cage, and the cage, O (good one) is adorning the abode of 
his preceptor, the seer Goputra. 
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“Until, O honourable one, this is killed, till then it is not 
possible to slay him. If first the soul is killed, then only, O 
good one, his killing will become certain.” 


Having heard this speech of Vibhisana, the monkey Ha- 
numan got at once ready to go to the hermitage of the 
noble seer and to kill the soul of Ravana. 


The swift one said to Rama, “I shall do this work. And 
very soon by my efforts your anxiety will be removed. 


"O good one, if having undertaken a scheme, I resort to 
some deceitful course, you should never look at me with 
any doubt even in your thought.” 


"So be it" — these words having been uttered by magnani- 
mous Rama, the monkey, accompanied by Angada, went 
with a great speed to the beautiful place of the seer Gopu- 
tra. 


Having approached him he said to the seer, "O reverend 
one, I have taken refuge in your feet. O best among the 
seers, not even an iota of fruit can be obtained by rendering 
service to Rama. 


"O best among the reverend, I have been offended, I have 
been reproached and I have been wronged by him. With 
him I could not get leisure even for a moment. Therefore, 
I have resorted to you, the refuge. 


“Tam honest at heart. Therefore I don't like dwelling in the 
vicinity of an ungrateful person. It is good to abandon a 
person who is not good to his dependent. 


"A desire to serve Ravana has arisen in my mind. There- 
fore, | have come here with Angada. So, you take me to 
him. He is a good man. Therefore he will act properly 
towards me. 


"I think he is an admirer of merits. Therefore, he will 
certainly protect me well, who have taken refuge in him. 
The dust of his lotus-like feet will serve as fragrant un- 
guent for me. Such is the affection I bear in my heart for 
him. 
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"That should be fulfilled by you without delay. O best 
among the seers, this is my request. The noble-minded 
verily never despair a supplicant in this world. 


"Therefore you take me quickly to Ravana, so that I may 
feel good. With service now to such a pious person, who 
admires virtues, let me achieve fulfilment. 


“O monkey Hanuman, you are certainly virtuous that a 
good sense has dawned on you. O valorous one, make 
your life fruitful by rendering service to the king of the 
demons. 


"Oh, there is a world of difference between Rama, his body 
covered with rags, living in forest and deprived of his 
kingdom, and Ravana, his person surrounded by splen- 
dour and the conqueror of the multitude of quarters. 


“Even whose name makes the mind of the enemies tremble 
with terror, he is Ravana, the conqueror of the entire uni- 
verse and the gatherer of glories on the earth. 


"If you serve Ravana regularly, with your action, mind and 
speech, O Hanuman, he will certainly be compassionate to 
you in his heart. 


"Till this day you have served a person called Rama who 
is a pauper, possessed of little talent, and is dressed as 
mendicant even in the prime of his life. 


"O dear, serve Ravana, who is possessed of unlimited valour, 
and you will come to know the difference. He, the best 
gem of the world will certainly fill you with the heaps of 
jewels. 


"He knows how to respect his well wishing devotees. You 
have bagged disrespect from Rama. May you get great 
respect now. 


"Well, now you go, O Hanuman, and take resort to Ravana, 
the protector. He will truly make your life fruitful on 
account of the service to be rendered by you to his lotus- 
like feet." 
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Thus having been delivered this noble speech by the pre- 
ceptor of the demon Ravana, he, the son of the Wind, quickly 
began to address him like this : 


"That is so, O best of the seers, as you say. | wish to take 
resort to Ravana. But if thinking, that I have come from the 
enemy's side, his mind were to move in the opposite direc- 
tion he won't accept me who had been hostile to him ear- 
lier in any case. The very sight of me will make him fly 
into anger. This is my apprehension, O dear. 


‘On account of his heart burning with the fire of anger, he 
may not tolerate even the very sight of me. He may kill me 
as soon as | request him (for protection)." 


“He may at once attack Angada, who is just like a son to 
me, with a sword. And the attack of the sword, like the 
attack of the thunderbolt, O seer, will rend him into pieces. 


A person, though intelligent, discriminate, engaged in 
practising sacred law and wise, yet having entirely gone 
over to the course of anger does not think what is right and 
what is wrong. 


‘If it happens, O dear, conforming to the doubt, which | 
have in my mind, it may give rise to a great undesired re- 
morse, misery and devastation. 


“To keep it off is most desirable to us, because our welfare 
is treasured in it. I wish that you should accompany us, if 
you agree to it." 


The sage having uttered the words, "So be it," the monkey 
got ready with him and with Angada at once to go to 
Ravana. 


Before going the valorous monkey said to the seer Gopu- 
tra, ‘Take the cage with you, O seer, lest Rama should steal 
it." 

"In this cage is deposited the soul, adorned on the earth, of 


Ravana, the son of Pulastya. Full efforts should be made 
for its preservation. So, you listen to me carefully.

“Seeing you, rich in austerities, having gone out of the 
hermitage, the deceitful scion of Raghu may incite some 
one to steal the cage, or he may himself steal it. Who 
knows the conduct of the rogues ? 


"Therefore, take this cage with you. Lest it should fall to 
the hands of the enemy. In that case, O sage, a great misery 
will fall to us. Please mark my words." 


The sage was pure at heart and simple by nature. There- 
fore he could not know what was in the mind of the mon- 
key. He, believing verily in his words, took the cage with 
him. 

As soon as he reached Lanka with the son of Wind and 
Angada, a very dreadful and odd problem, not thought of 
before, appeared. 


If the best of sages crosses the boundary-line of the city of 
Ravana, then his soul having atonce come out of the cage 
runs to him and tries to enter into him. 


In that situation his slaying becomes very easy. But it was 
not desirable to the sage. “What should be done now ?" He 
was over-powered by this worry, tormenting his mind. 


Thinking and thinking, silent, he stood there and did not 
move from there. The monkey seeing him like that uttered 
these words respectfully : 


"O best of seers, what is this mental agony of yours ? Both 
of us, your servants, are here with you. Tell us the distress 
which is in your mind. O good one, don't be afflicted at 
heart." 


The sage told both of them the entire thing which was 
creating distress in his mind. Having heard that the wise 
son of the Wind said to him these vigorous words : 


"There is nothing to worry about. Therefore you should 
not be disturbed in your mind. Angada will verily stay 
here on the border. I only shall accompany you. 
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If the cage stays in the hand of Angada, there can be no 
apprehension of the quick leaping up of the soul from here. 
He should stay here, and both of us go to Ravana." 


The sage having agreed, "So be it,” the cage was at once 
handed over to Angada, and both, the sage and Hanuman, 
then went to the city of Ravana. 


When the path was covered to some extent, then the monkey 
said to the sage Goputra, the preceptor of Ravana. 


"O sage, I have to instruct Angada about something very 
important. You stay here fora moment. I am coming back 
very quickly." 


When the sage uttered the word "amen !" the son of Wind 
went away with the speed of the wind. He reached 
Angada within a moment and said to him : 


"O dear one ! give me the cage. _I shall do that, by which 
all our desired objects shall undoubtedly be fulfilled.” 


Taking the cage and the soul of Ravana from him, the 
monkey created a new soul, and the old one was replaced 
by it. 


Directed by Hanuman, Angada dumped the Original soul 
in the ground on the sea-shore so that it may not come out. 


The soul of Ravana having been dumped deep by Angada, 
and its union with Ravana in any way having been ren- 
dered impossible, he though highly skilled in archery, came 
within the range of assassination and was killed by the 
sharp-pointed arrows showered by Rama. 


Hanuman, the great devotee of Rama, having resorted to a 
plan, became a means for the killing of Ravana. 


There is no doubt that for the achievement of the object of 
their lord, servants, intent on it, stake even their lives. 


"One should not trust an untrustworthy person. Even a 
trustworthy person should not be trusted.’ This good story 
of Thai Ramayana confirms this. 
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Goputra, very simple by nature, reposed his full confidence 
in the son of Wind. For that he came to be cheated by him. 


Having trusted the enemy he became the cause of the 
destruction of his most majestic and the most dear pupil. 
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CANTO XVIII 


(THE EPISODE OF THE DEMON MAHIPALADEVA) 


1. Demon Ravana having gone to the abode of Death and 
Rama having returned to his city along with all his com- 
panions, Mahipaladeva, unaware of all of this, came to the 
city of Lanka. 


2-3. He was a very glorious friend of Ravana and the ruler of 
the land named Cakravala. Thinking in his mind, "I have 
not seen my friend since long, so I should go to him," he 
came to Lanka and, depressed in spirits when he came to 
know the whole story, his heart was burnt by the fire of 
anger bursting forth. 


4. My friend was killed by the scion of Raghu with the help 
of Ravana's brother even though the lord of the worlds. I 
am his dear kinsman. Therefore, I shall take revenge of his 
death now. 


D: Having killed his younger brother (Vibhisana), of evil mind, 
I shall proclaim my friendship in the world. Always desir- 
ous of grinding his own axe and grabbing his brother's 
kingdom he is considered by me fit to be put to death. 


6. Having thought thus, he, the cruel one, besieged the well- 
protected city of Lanka with the help of his warriors. Its 
extant ruler, the younger brother of Ravana, thus fallen 
into adversity, was very much worried. 


7. During his kingship he had taken a new name of Daéagri- 
vansa. The kings of yore at the time of their coronation 
used to take a new name, and that custom was still preva- 
lent. 


8. He possessed neither such a power nor capacity as Ravana 
did. Therefore a great anxiety was born and an unbroken 
succession of thoughts continued in his mind. 
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"What should be done in this matter by me?" — engaged 
thus in deliberation he spent much time. At once in his 
afflicted heart arose the memory of the words spoken by 
Rama. 


Having conquered Lanka when Rama wanted to return 
home, seeing the younger brother of Ravana, his friend 
deficient in prowess, he said to him with a view to protect- 
ing him : 


"O best of friends, if you happen to get into any trouble, 
its tidings you should send me (at once.). Having come to 
know that, I shall arrange things in such a manner as will 
lead to your being free from the trouble to which you would 
have fallen. 


"From today onwards I shall send forth a sharp arrow every 
week. If you were to fall into trouble, you then send a 
letter through it.” 


Remembering these words of Rama, uttered by him in the 
past, the noble brother of Ravana, who was struck with 
fear, tied a letter to an arrow, released it and it at once 
reached the lord of the Raghus. 


Having come to know that his old friend had plunged into 
the ocean of trouble, the Lord, the lover of his votaries, was 
pained and instructed his unique devotee Hanuman : 


"O Hanuman, that old dear companion of ours has got 
suddenly plunged into a great trouble. His capital city has 
been besieged by the demon Mahipaladeva, the friend of 
Ravana. 


"Therefore, having given up all other anxieties you go to 
Lanka and liberate your friend from distress. A friend in 
trouble should always be provided succour by a virtuous 
person.” 


Hanuman, who was now the king of the city called Nava 
and who had given to himself a new name Phya Anuja, 
having received the message of Rama at once set out for 
the city of Ravana's brother. 
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Witnin a short time the valorous one reached the city and 
challenged the demon Mahipaladeva saying "Be ready for 
a duel.” and said to him “I am your death." 


Having heard his words like a dart to ears, roaring a lion- 
roar and his eyes red with anger, he ran with the speed of 
mind to the son of Wind and within a moment came to 
collision with him. 


The great warriors, their minds intent on protecting their 
honour, when challenged for a duel, come at once to their 


enemies face to face, having reckoned their valour and their 
weapons. 


Having the valorours monkey face to face and taking him 
inconsequential (lit. for a straw) he said to him, "Be off 
from here quickly. I don't want to have a fight with you. 
Well, you have shown your monkey-ness in this matter." 


"Tama king, the ruler of Cakravala, and have attained 
renown in all the quarters. If I have a duel with you, a 
monkey, I shall certainly become a laughing stock. 


“O inadvertent ! the duel of an equal with his equal only is 
commendable and not with any one else. Tell me, will the 
duel wherein on one side there is a demon king and on the 
other side a monkey look nice ? 


‘I let you go, O monkey, out of compassion. Run away and 
protect yourself. Otherwise, your limbs compressed by my 


hand, you will go to the state that Destiny (would have) set 
for you.” 


Having heard the frightful speech of the demon, the valor- 
aus monkey, thundering like a thunderbolt, said to him, 


“You should keep well in your mind that none is strong or 
weak by birth." 


"O, I can't lose valour merely by being a monkey, and you 
cant gain valour merely by being a demon. The trial of 
both of us will at once be made by the duel. One's valour 
cannot be tested merely by one's speech. 
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Having heard that speech of the monkey, he, unable to 
restrain himself, at once attacked him. The monkey also 
bruised him with his blows. And there ensued an unprece- 
dented duel. 


Pounding each other's breast by their palms, hands and 
arms, both the heroes engaged themselves in the duel. Their 
limbs having been injured by mutual attacks, they wore the 
glory of a red-chalk mountain in rain water. 


Then, in a hurry to achieve his object, the very strong- 
minded son of Wind having raised the demon up with the 
speed of mind, whirled him round in the sky and split him, 
of useless prowess, into two. 


Within a moment he united again. It gave rise to great 
astonishment of the monkey. He was very much worried 
as to by which scheme the demon could be put to death. 
But he could not find one. 


Then Vibhisana said to the monkey, "As long as the chest 
of the vile demon is not burst asunder, he can be slain by 
none on the surface of the world. 


"Having relinquished your worry, break asunder the chest 
of this wonderful vile demon." Having heard his words, 
Hanuman put him to death by tearing asunder his chest. 


As soon as his chest was rent asunder, the friend of 
Ravana fell lifeless on the ground. Having succeeded in 
the achievement of his end the strongminded brave Ha- 
numan went to his place.
